COUNCIL ORDER - 
ON FIRE TRAPS. 


Building Department Com- 
manded to Close at Once . 
All Halls Not With- 
in the Law. 


TARDY WORK IS BEGUN. 


Structure in Which Ghetto Hor- 
ror Occurred Is Shut and 
| the Inspectors Are 
Rebuked. 


BARRY CENSURED BY O’SHEA. 

Bullding Commissioner Peter Kiolbassa 
was instructed by the City Council last 
night te close all theaters, assembly halls, 
dance halls, and places of amusement which 
are in violation of the safety provisions of 
the building ordinances. This order, which 
in effect simply emphasizes the duty of the 
Building department, was introduced by 
Alderman Brenner as a result of the West 
Twelfth Street Turner Hall horror gf last 
Saturday. 

As an immediate necessity the order was 
passed under. suspension of the rules, al- 
though against the protest of some members 
of the Council who regarded It as super- 
fluous. It was supported as an urgency 
command that the Building depaytment take 
up its neglected duties. The order was as 
follows: 

It is hereby ordered that the Commissioner of 
Buildings cause the closing of all theaters, dance 
halis, music halls, and any and all haNs intended 
for public assemblage where the building ordi- 
nance as to the public safety is not complied with, 
and to keep the hall closed until the provisions 
pertaining to public safety be complied with. 

Expected to Close Halls. 

Acting under the order, the commissioner 
is expected to bar the doors of a number of 
halls which are not in compliance with the 
law. These halls must remain closed till 
alterations have been made which make them 
safe. 

When Alderman Brenner presented his or- 
der there was objection that it was a need- 
less piece of legislation, as it simply “ told 
the Building Commissioner to do his duty.” 
Furthermore, the commissioner already had 
begun a tardy enforcement of the law by 
closing West Twelfth Street Turner Hall 
and ordering his inspectors to close others 
found to be faulty in construction. In ex- 
plaining his order Alderman Brenner said: 
“It will give us a chance to hold some one 
responsible for such accidents as occurred 
in West Twelfth street on Saturday night if 
does nothing else. be ante 


direct disobedience of the orders of the 
Council, as well as disobedience of the city 
laws. 

“There are a number of buildings which } 
are in the condition of the West Twelfth 
Street Turner Hall, and they have been in 
this condition for some years, The Building 
Commiggsioner has not acted under his laws 
thus far, and that shows the need for the 


order.”’ 


Some Members Object. 

Alderman Goldzier objected to the order 
for the reason that it could be construed into 
a reflection upon the Building department, 
and Alderman Mavor thought that it might 
work a hardship to the proprietors of halls. 

“I am surprised,” said Alderman Brenner, 
“at the argument of Alderman Mavor, a 
candidate for Mayor, that because it would 
work a hardship the order should not be 
passed.”’ 

The measure then was adopted. 


Begins War on Firetraps. 

After closing West Twelfth Street Turner 
Hall and receiving a promise from its lessee, 
the Schoenhofen Brewing company, that 
alterations would be made to prevent an- 
other tragedy like that of last Saturday 
night, Building Commissioner Peter Kiol- 
bassa yesterday read his twenty-one depu- 
ties a sharp lecture on their negligence and 
started them on a search for fire traps among 
Chicago’s public halls. Each inspector, ac- 
cording to Deputy Commissionef O'Shea, has 
between nine and ten square miles of terri-.

listed many halls for the inspectors to exam- 
ine, and appends herewith another _ made 
by its reporters yesterday. 

When Commissioner Kiolbassa stares the 
West Twelfth Street Turner Hall closed until 
it was put in a safe condition, he announced 
that like action would be taken in the case 
of all halls found to be unsafe. 

‘IT want a report made to me personally dh 
every building above the second floor in 
which public meetings are held or entertain- 
ments are given,’ said Mr. Kiolbassa to the 
inspectors. “If you men cannot perform 
your duty as it is made plain to you, we will 
get some one who can. I want this work 
done immediately.’’ 


O’Shea Blames Chief Barry. 

This charge of the new Building Commis- 
sloner was made to his inspectors after Chief 
Deputy Commissioner O'Shea had laid the 
blame for the Turner Hall catastrophe on 
Chief Inspector Barry and Deputies Joseph 
Sedlak and Richard Vaughan. 

** You men have been instructed repeatedly 
on the duties devolving upon you,” he said.. 
‘IT have told you to inspect the hotels, lodg- 
ing-houses, and halls in your districts and 
report to me, yet you have not done it. The 
Turner Hallisin your district, Vaughan. Why 
didn’t you inspect it? Didn't you hear of the 
disaster there in December. Mo? Well, you 
had better read the papers. I shall not re- 
peat these instructions.”

| OFFICIALS IN TWO FIGHTS. 


LIVELY ENCOUNTERS IN CITY 


AND COUNTY BUILDINGS. 


D. D. Healy and A. B. Ellithorpe Punch 
Each Other to Settle Dispute Over 
Elevators—Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Service Floors His Opponest— 
Alderman Watkins and A. R. Bow- 
ker Have a Two-Round Go with 
Honors Easy—McGann Stops Bout. 


Two “mills” were “pulled off” in the

FIND CHECKS FROM THE 
LOST STEAMER CHICORA. 


Bunch of Brass Baggage Markers with 
Name Cut in Them Is Discovered 
Near St. Joseph, Mich., Harbor. 


St. Joseph, Mich., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
That the @reck of the steamer Chicora lies 
a few @ to the southwest of this harbor 
was med this morning by finding a 
brass baggage checks. The word 
“Chicora ’’ was engraved upon the face of 
the checks and they were identified by the 
Graham & Morton company as property 
from the lost steamer. 

The steamer Chicora foundered in Lake 
Michigan’on Jan. 21, 1895, and the crew of 
twenty-one persons was lost. 

Although wreckage came ashore the fol- 
lowing spring at various northern points, 
and while many mariners believed the steam- 
er never reached this shore, it is agreed in 
marine circles this morning that the steamer 
on the fatal night did reach the eastern 
shore at this point, but, fearing the bar at 
the mouth of the harbor, was compelled to 
remain in the lake awaiting daylight, and, 
while thus delayed, foundered in sight of 


its home port.

COUNTY AGENT. 


Commissioner Organ Proposes 
to Have Charity Admin- 
istered by Various 
Societies. 


SEES ECONOMY IN PLAN. 


Relief Now Distributed at Ex- 
pense of 25 Per Cent of 
Total Value Given to 

the Poor. 


SENT TO A COMMITTEE. 


That the office of County Agent be abol- 
ished and Cook County's task of giving re- 
lief to the poor be turned over to various 
charitable organizations, working under the 
direction of a central committee, was the 
plan proposed to the Board of County Com- 
missioners yesterday afternoon by Commis- 
sioner Rollin B. Organ. He pointed out that 
under the present system the County Agent’s 
office had distributed $110,000 worth ot char- 


tendent of Public Service and berated him | !ty last year at an expense of $28,500. 


If $75,000 were turned over each year by 
the county to the regular charitable organi- 
zations the same relief results could be 
achieved, he insisted, and $60,000 would be 
saved. He presented a formal resolution 
asking that the heads of five charitable so- 
cleties—Franklin MacVeagh, Edwin G. Fore- 
man, Edward M. Teall, the Rev. M. J. Dor- 
ney, and Judge Theodore Brentano—be con- 
stituted a special committee to present to 
the board a report as to the advisability of 
the proposed change of methods. 


Raises a Stir in the Board. 

There was a stir at once among the com- 
missioners at the prospect of abolishing an 
appointive office which carries a salary of 
$2,500, and after some quibbling the resolu- 
tion was sent to the Public Service commit- 
tee. 

The resolution, after reciting that Eastern 
cities use the plan proposed and thereby ef- 
fect both economy and decrease of peuper- 
ism, declares:

“ Send it to the Public Service committee,” 
insisted Commissioner Thielen. Then Mr.

I find that 
the county’ expends over $28,000 annually in 
order to distribute $110,000 worth of charity 
I don’t say that the poor do not get all the 
provided, but, as other cities have 

opted improved methods, I belleve Cook 
County should net be behind. . If we dele- 
this relief each year, instead of the $138,000 
now usually allowed, I believe it will be a 
great advantage and the county can make 
a saving of $63,000 each year. I am sure the 
people named for this committee will look 
into the problem thoroughly and to our fall 
satisfaction,”

Great Saving, Says Organ. 
“T insist. that this change would mean a 
great saving to the county,” said Mr. Organ 


“‘and that more thorough relief might be 
given. I have talked with the five men pro- 
posed for this committee, and-they are in 
favor of an investigation of the problem. 
Let a central committee superintend the dis- 
tribution of the allotted funds to the various 
societies. The men named. are eminently 
fitted to serve as members of such a central 
committee.” 

‘‘Charitable organizations,’ said Commis- 
sioner Carolan, ‘‘ have usually shown: a 
spirit of rivalry. Each has sought to secure 
the most money and do the most work. One 
organization would reach only a certain num- 
ber of people and the relief work would not 
be so general as it is under present meth- 
ods. We should go slowly in this matter.” 


Hanberg Favors Investigation. 

President Hanberg of the board favors a 
careful investigation of the plan. For the 
year just closed $138,500 was appropriated 
for the County Agent's office, of which $28,- 
500 was for salaries and $110,000 for supplies. 
The salary list includes the County Agent, 
now George S. Oleson, an assistant, a secre- 
tary, a clerk, a bookkeeper, an “ output” 
man, night watchmen, jail physician, and 
ten relief physicians. There is also an item 
of $11,960 for necessary ‘‘ visitors” to in- 
vestigate the merits of applicants, and clerks 
to be paid $3 a day. - 

Under present gmethods complaints have 
been frequent as to the coal delivered to the 
poor by O’Gara, King & Co., who hold this 
contract. Until the recent exposures in THE 
TRIBUNE the coal was said to be of an in- 
ferior quality, though the county paid high 
prices, and records in the office show that 
“ short weights ” were frequent, 600 pounds 
at times having been delivered for a half ton.

ARRESTED IN 


G. T. BAKER ACCUSED OF SLAP- 
PING AN OPERETTA FAIRY. 


Lord Chancellor of the “Iolanthe” 
Presentation in Lincoln Hall Taken 
in Custody Just Before the Perform- 
ance Begins on Charge Made by Gar- 
land Coon, a Church of the Ascension 
Singer—Bonds Signed While Large 
Audience Waits for Curtain to Raise. 


When George T. Baker, the Lord Chan- 
cellor of “ lolanthe, or the Peer and the 
Peri,” slapped a pink fairy in the person of 
Garlané Coon, vengeance was déferred. It 


temporarily lost its leading man and the 
East Chicago Avenue Station added another 
prisoner to its list. 

Shortly before the curtain was to be raised 
for the presentatiun in Lincoln Cycling Club 
Hall by the choir of the Church of Ascension 
a detective appeared and seized the Lord 


and carried him away in his flowing peruke, 
his black satin small clothes and lace frills. 
Meanwhile the large audience fretted over 
the delay until a bondsman was secured and 
the Chief Justice was restored to the opera. 
Whether a Lord Chancellor may slap fairies 
will be decided by Justice Kersten this morn- 
ing in the East Chicago avenue police court, 
and the entire cast of sixty is expected to be 
present as a settfng for the scene. Young 
Coon may find some difficulty in being pres- 
ent, as last night it was said that he was 
prostrated in bed and unable to walk. 


Trouble at a Rehearsal. 

For weeks the choir had been reharsing the 

opera and on last Saturday night Mr. Baker, 
who is a draftsman when not a Lord Chan- 
cellor, is alleged to have slapped and kicked 
15-year-old Garland Coon, who, as a fairy, 
is said to have been entering into the spirit 
of his part with too much fervor. Mr. Baker 
admits that it was necessary for him to re- 
buke the boy. The fairy was greatly 
humiliated by his encounter with temporal 
powers in the presence of sixty persons, and 
the warrant for the arrest of Mr. Baker fol- 
lowed. 
- The warrant was issued on Monday morn- 
ing by Justice Kersten, and Detective John 
McCune was intrusted with serving it. Mc- 
Cune says he could not find Mr. Baker’s ad- 
dress, which is 112 Lincoln Park boulevard, 
and so he sought the Chancellor behind the 
scenes of the stage. 

Baker, in powdered wig, satin knicker- 
bockers,” and low shoes with buck- 
les, was viewing himself in a mir- 
ror when Detective McCune touched 
him on the shoulder. The warrant was read, 
and the Chancellor, still in his stage garb, 
was forced to enter a cab and go to the police 
station, where William H. Knapp, director 
of music for the production, signed bonds for 
Baker’s release.

HOUSES HOLD BRIEF SESSIONS. 


Tanner’s Final Messages Are Presented 
and Both Branches Combine for 
Inauguration Ceremony. 


Springfield, Il., Jan. 14.—When the House

A resolution was adopted to the effect that 
the reading of the message of the retiring 
Governor be dispensed with, and that 5,000 
copies be printed for the use of the members 
of the House. 

The inauguration day session of the Sen- 
ate was presided over by President pro tem. 
Brenholt, who occupied the chair for the 
first time during the session. 


Prays for Both Governors. 


Chaplain Goodspeed invoked the divine 
blessing on the outgoing and incoming Gov- 
ernors. 

“We thank thee, our Heavenly Father,” 
said the chaplain, “for the beautiful sun- 
light of this beautiful day. We pray thy 
blessings upon the representative men who 
are here assembled; we pray thy dlessing 
upon our outgoing Governor, who has la- 
bored so faithfully, and.so earnestly, and so 
well for the good of this great State. We 
ask thy blessing upon our incoming Gov- 
ernor; grant him wisdom that he may do 
the work of his office to the glory of God and 
to the good of the State. Amen.” 

President Brenholt announced that a no- 
tice of contest had been filed in the case of 
Bolinger against Alden, and the notice was 
ordered referred to the Committee on Elec- 
tions when appointed.

Governor Tanner also transmitted to the 
Senate through his private secretary a brief 
special message, recommending that Illinois 
make ah appropriate display at the pan- 
American exposition at Buffalo. 

The Senate bill making appropriations for 
the expenses of the General Assembly was 
advanced to third reading. ‘ 

Senator Evans introduced a bill to compel 
husbands to provide for their wives and chil- 
dren, and to be enforced against husbands 
who refuse to support their wives and their 
children who are less than fourteen years 
old. 
Senator Dunlap introduced a bill making 
an appropriation of $91,000 to replace the 
building destroyed by fire at the University 
of TIlinois. 

The House joint resolution providing for a 
joint session during the inauguration cere- 
monies was presented to the Senate by Clerk 
John Reeves of the House, and on motion of 
Senator Juul the Senate concurred in the 
resolution. 

President Bremholt invited Senator Joseph 
P. Mahoney, Democratic leader, to accom- 
pany him in leading the file of Senators to 
the Hotse; and the Senators formed two 
and two and proceeded to the House of Rep- 
resentatives, where the joint session was 
held. 

After the joint assembly the Senate ad- 
journed until 11 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing, and the House adjourned until 10 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. 


GREAT CROWDS VIEW PARADE, 


Line Starts on Time, Although Cadets 
Are Late—Many Fail.to See the 
| New Governor.

Springfield, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—The 
inaugural parade itself did not go off without 
—& hit But this did not dampen the en- 
thusiasm of the great crowds along the 
streets, which, tn the absence of the Gov- 
ernor and the Governor-elect, early in the 
procession’s* progress, were content to call 
generally for cheers for ‘‘ Dick’’ Yates. 

- During the four years of his term as Col- 

jector of Internal Revenue Yates became a 
familiar figure in Springfield. When at last 
he did join the procession there was a burst 
of applause, which spread all along the line 
and kept the Governor-elect busy bowing his 
acknowledgments, 

The grand marshal of the parade, General 
Horace Clark of .Mattoon, started the line 
promptly on the schedule time, although the 
f00 cadets expected from the University of 
Illinois had not arrived, The Fifth Regiment, 
with Colonel J. 8.’ Culver of Springfield in 
command, was at the head of the column. A 
band of thirty-six pieces and sixteen buglers 
led the troops. In this order the first division 
etarted down Seventh street. It was followed 
by the engineer company and Troop D, Bat- 
tery D,‘from Danville, without its guns, 
brought up the rear of the military. 

The special train bearing the Illinois cadets 
came in just after the procession started. The 
boys left the Wabash station on the double 
quick and joined the column at Adams and 
Fifth streets. This University of Illinois con- 
tingent was divided into six companies, 
headed by the college band of thirty-four 

ieces. Immediately behind the cadets from 

he university came the college companies 
from Alton with a ban@ of twenty pieces.

GOVERNOR YATES’. INAUGURATION ADDRESS. 


“The constitution of the State of Tilinols 
specifically provides that the Governor shall, 
at the commencement of each session and 


at the close of his term of his office, give to. . 


the General Assembly information by mes- 
sage of the condition of the State, and shall 
recommend such measures as he shall deem 
expedient. It also requires him at the com- 
mencement of each regular session to present 
estimates of the amount of money required 
to be raised by taxation for all purposes. 
The able and exhaustive message to the 
General Assembly which has just been trans- 
mitted thereto by my distinguished predeces- 
sor, the Hon. John R. Tanner, has fully 
complied with these requirements of the 
constitution, indeed, so fully that were I 
disposed to consider myself required by the 
constitution to furnish additional informa- 
tion, I would be at a loss to know where to 
go to get it. The constitution nowhere pro- 
vides that the Governor coming into office 
after the commencement of a session shall 
give to the General Assembly by message 
either information or recommendation of 
The 
Governor will, doubtless, always be within 
the implied, if not.express, prerogatives of 
his office whenever, in his judgment, he shall 
deem it expedient to communicate with the 
General Assembly by proper message. 


NO SPECIAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Many of my predecessors, have, when 
‘about to come into office, found such a con- 
dition of affairs that they have deemed it 
best, in their inaugural addresses, both to 
convey information and recommend legisla- 
tion. They were, of course, justified in so 
doing. For myself, however, believing, as 
I do, that the constitution does not require 
specific recommendations from a new Gov- 
ernor before he has, by experience, acquired 
information and learned what measures 
ought to be recommended, I feel compelled 
to say that at this time my knowledge of 
State affairs is so limited that it would be 
discourteous to attempt to convey that lim- 
ited knowledge to the Legislature. And, as 
to recommendations, I have had so little 
opportunity to weigh the merits of the great 
number of measures which have been sug- 
gested that I feel that I might be pursuing 
a mistaken course were I now to indulge in 
recommendations of any of them. 

If at any time within the session I shall 
become satisfied that it is my duty to rec- 
ommend to the General Assembly any par- 
ticuler subject for consideration I shall not 
hesitate to exercise the constitutional pre- 
rogatives of the Executive in that particular, 
feeling well assured that the General As- 
sembly will appreciate my motives in then 
communicating with them, as doubtless they 
now appreciate my present action in refrain- 
ing from so doing. : 

The fact that I have no suggestions to 
make to you, the General Assembly, with 
reference to measures to come before you 
at this session does not débar me from en- 
deavoring to briefly give expression to some 
of the feelings which follow us to this place. 


IIPORTANT HOUR TO ALL. 
This occasion is of import to us all. Its 


‘significance is not to be belittled. It is not 


merely an hour of pardonable pleasure and 


pride to the six of us who have assumed the 


responsibility of officials of the State at 
large. To every member of the State Senate 
and House it is also a moment of conse- 
quence. Although days have passed since 
you, both your Houses, perfected your or- 


ganization and arranged preliminary details, - 


you have scarcely as yet settled into your re- 
spective places, and this hour begins, in 
fact, your active service. It is appropriate 
that while you are pausing, so to speak, be- 
fore entering upon the performance of your 
active duties the State, too, should pause, 
and with due satisfaction reflect that here, at 
its Capitol, there sit as its Senators and 
Representatives this body of far-sighted, 
clear-headed, and high-minded men. It is 
quite certain that this General Assembly can- 
not suffer by comparison. Illfnois’ has just 
cause to feel proud of its Legislature, and to 
rely upon the fidelity of that ture. 

I need not exhort you to wear your honors 
worthily. But I may be permitted to remind 
you that to. do so is no easy matter. The 
difficulties and perplexities continually con- 
fronting the legislator are not generally ap- 
preciated. They are necessarily many and 


4 great. More than that, they. are complex and 


intricate, They involve exhaustive atten-. 
tion. Many times State legislators get little 
credit for their labors, which are really 
arduous. In the performance of their duties 
the line between the right and the wrong is 
often somewhat obscured and hard to find. 
GRAVE PROBLEM AHEAD. : 


There will doubtless be many times, in try- 
ing days to come, when you and I both will 


seek, for a time, at least, almost in vain for . 


absolutely satisfactory solution of pending 
problems. Good intentions alone will not 
suffice for our correct guidance. So many 
different factors may affect any given situ- 
ation that the result will, if we are not care 
ful, be far from either destrable to us or ad- 
vantageous to. the people~and this in spite 
of all lofty motive, and h incentive, and 
sincere desire to do right. Such being the 
case, it is certainly ground for congratula- 
tion that in the present General Assembly 
there undoubtedly abide, in fact, both that

the people so much desire and so much de- 
server: 
We all realize that there is, for the. time.

help. for the State if-from your hands and:

is 
mine there comes during the ensuing two 
years a fabric of legislation which is defect- 
A in construction and detrimental in ef- 
ect. 

_It behooves us all, therefore, to, in all that 
we do, move and act with wise and just in- 
stincts. We should consider well before we 


disturb. well-settled conditions whith are . 
satisfactory. I am satisfied that such is the 


wish of the people. 
There is a widespread feeling in all States 
that there may be too much government. and 
too thany laws. I participate in this feeling 
myself, and so do many of you. Indeed, it !s 
in part because of this feeling that I have 
decided not to make any recommendations 
to you concerning legislation. 
TWO QUESTIONS TO SETTLE. 


_ There doubtless never was a law so good 
but that it might be bettered by amendment. 
There doubtless are many of our laws which 
could be improved. There are, perhaps, some 
which ought to be ablished. There probably 
are some which ought to be abolished, pro- 
vided, other better ones could be put in their 
place. And, lastly, there are probably some, 
entirely new, which ought to be passed. As 
a matter of course, proper appropriation bills 
and an equitable reapportionment are abso- 
lutely essential. 
There does not, however, seem to me to be 
eny pressing necessity or demand for a large 
quantity of new legislation. No hidden sig- 
nificance attaches to this suggestion. I have 
no plans for legislation. I have in contem- 
plation no statute which I would pass or 
repeal, if such passage or repeal were in my 
power. But, owing, perhaps, to my inexpe- 
rience in such matter, I have been much im- 
pressed, and, indeed, somewhat startled, by 
the multitude of suggestions which have 
come to me, urging me to recommend amend- 
ments and additions to our statutes. 
Hundreds of such propositions and sugges- 
tiors are on their way to this Legislature. 
Doubtless the greater part of them are 
worthy of most serious and earnest investiga- 
tion. Such investigation will be earnestly 
demanded, Conscientious consideration 
should, of course, be given, and you will not 
withhold it. Two things are absolutely vital 
to the preper transaction of public business. 
First, the aim of the official must be high 
enough, and second, all progress must be 
practical. If the motive is not lofty the 
promised good cannot be hoped for. And, on 
the other hand, if the action is not inspired 
always by common sense, the ideal, however 
elevated, will fail wholly of fruition. I feel 
sure that in all matters we can be conserva- 
tive without, being narrow-minded, and can 
avoid both undue haste and undue delay, 
- I wish to assure the General Assembly that 
in their desire for the maintenance of rela- 
tions of the utmost harmony between all the 
departments the State government the 
State officials who have today taken the offi - 
cial oath all heartily concur. From such a 
State of general good feeling there always 
certainly results the promotion of the high- 
est interests of the commonwealth. And with 
thig there comes, inevitably, the approval of 
men of all parties, creeds, convictions, and 
conditions. And, foHowing this, there re- 
sult: that gratification, satisfaction, and 
peace of mind which public officials can only 
teel when having the knowledge of duty done. 


DUTY TO THE PEOPLE. 


As for myself, had I not already fully re- 
solved and expected to codperatein al! proper 
measures for the common weal to the fullest 
extent within my power with every branch of 
the State administration the solemnity of the 
oath which I have just taken would con- 
strain me to do so. This inaugural oath is 
not a mere repetition of the pledge which we 
have made, you and I and all of us, upon 
the hustings. It is true that we have, with- 
out exception, irrespective of party, repeat- 
edly told the people that if elected to the 
positions which we now by their favor oc- 
cupy we would compel economy, efficiency, 
and humanity in the management of the 
concerns of the people and in the care of their 
Institutions. 

But the oath we have taken today isa. 
different thing. It is required of us, because. 
the people have taken us at our word; it 
is a solemn obligation; it is a sacred thing; 
itis a covenant. The pledge upon the stump 
is simply a promise; the official oath is a 
binding pledge to redeem that promise, be- 
cause it has been relied upon and rights 
have accrued under it. It is, moreover, the 
formal acknowledgement of the acceptance 
of great trust. 

The people of the State of Illinols have, in- 
deed, trusted us. They have constituted us 
the guardians of a commonwealth made pre- 
cious and hallowed and dear to them by 
eighty-two years of glorious history—eighty- 
two years of great thought, of great events, 
of great, grand men, of great times, of 
awful trial and agony, and again of signal 
triumph, and again ‘of almost miraculous 
prosperity and progress and power. And we 
have in the eye all the people solemnly ac- 
cepted the solemn trust. We have regis- 
tered our solemn oath in the hearts of men.

We know now, in the light of his match- 
less career, that words failed him utterly 
when at his inauguration he strove to give 
suitable expression to the sentiments of his 
inmost soul. For we know now what was 
in his thought when he raised his hand and 
kissed the book and completed the act that 
absolutely and forever bound his loving 
heart and mighty mind and sublime soul to 
the glorious cause of the American people. 
Well did he keep his oath. Having pro- 
claimed his purpose to rely solely for the 
help which he needed to perform his stu- 
pendous task upon “the great American 
people and that God who has never for- 
saken them,” he simply did so. tae, 
You and I know that he received the help 
he asked for—received it from millions of 
loyal hearts and from the infinite power 
on high. He put one hand in the out- 
stretched palm of the American people and 
with the other he laid a strong hold on the 
almighty arm of the Almighty d, and, 
standing there, supported by humanity and 
supported by divinity, Abraham Lincoln 
fought the grandest fight and won the grand- 
est Wictory this world has ever seen since the 
Savior walked among the sons of men.

RECALLS 1861 INAUGURATION. 


Odd Coincidence in Dates in Nomination 
and Induction into Office of Fa- 
ther and Son.

Springfield, Ill., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Forty 
years ‘ago the inauguration of Governor 
Richard Yates was an exceedingly simple 
affair as compared with the induction into 
office of his son today. By a singular coin- 
cidence it took place on Jan. 14, just as the 
present Governor was nominated forty years 
ago to a day after his father was. 

Springfield was a small, but a thrifty city 
in January, 1861, and the hotels at that time 
were the Chenery, the St. Nicholas, and the 
American. The Chenery of late years has 
been called the Palace, the St. Nicholas is 
twice as large as it was forty years ago, and 
the American, which stood on one of the 
corners of the square, long since has disap- 


pear ‘ 

Representative Samuel H. Jones of Sanga- 
mon County remembers the inauguration of 
Yates the elder perfectly well. He says the 
day was clever for January weather, but 
there was no such crowd in Springfield as 
there was today. He qualifies the remark 
by saying that it was considered a pretty 
good crowd Yor those days. Springfield had 
two railroads then, what are now the Alton

_ Liftle Display Forty Years Ago.

Nothing in the-way of @ military display

. The inauguration ceremonies took place in 
the building which now does service as a 
courthouse for Sangamon County, and the 
cath of office was administered by Chief 
Justice John Dean Caton of the Supreme 
Court. Senator Cullom then was Speaker of 
the Lower House of the General Assembly 
and presided over the joint session. 

Governor Yates did not move over into the 
mansion at the time of his inauguration. His 
wife was ul and she remained in Jackson- 
ville for some months after the ceremony. 
Governor Yates lived at the Chenery House 
tor six or eight months, and when his wife's 
health was fully restored he brought his 
family here and they occupied the Executive 
mansion. 

Mr. Jones says there was no such crowd 
of office-seekers here forty years ago, either, 
and the town was singularly free from appli- 
cants for position under the Governor. He 
says the Hall of Representatives, where the 
ceremony was held, was comfortably crowd- 
ed, but not excessively so, and that the au- 
dience was largely made up of residents of 
Springfield. He says that Governor Yates 
was an exceedingly affable and pleasant 
man, one who made friends readily, and re- 
tained them, too. 

The main feature of the occasion was, of 
‘course, the speech by the Governor, and, 
according to the Springfield papers of that 
day, ‘‘its reading was frequently interrupt- 
ed by applause. Mr. Cullom did his best to 
preserve order, but it was impossible to sup- 
press the popular approval of the patriotic 
sentiments expressed by the Governor.”’

DURBIN TAKES OATH OF OFFICE. 


Elaborate Ceremonies at Indianapolis 
Attend Inauguration of New 
Indiana Governor. | 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 14.—[Specic1.J— 
Colonel Winfield T. Durbin of Anderson was 
inaugurated Governor today with military 
pomp and ceremony, the new Governor de- 
livering his inaugural address before both 
branches of the Legislature and a great 
crowd of people in the corridors of the Cap- 
itol at noon. The new Governor came into 
the Capitol with retiring Governor Mount’s 
staff and four companies of the Second Regi- 
mentashisescort. There was a preliminary 
parade from the Denison Hotel to the State 
House. 

The inauguration of Newton W. Gilbert 
of Angola as Lieutenant Governor preceded 
that of Colonel Durbin. Both the retiring 
officers and the incoming officers made ad- 
dresses. Colonel Durbin’s speech was brief 
and characteristically a business-man’s ad- 
dress. ‘‘ There is no logic or reason in the 
difference between the methods that prevail 
in a successful private business not being ap- 
licable to these of public business. Scrutiny 

not suspicion,” was the keynote of his 


peech. 
While the retiring Governor in his message 
to the Legislature had condemned the insur- 
ance trust, Colonel Durbin in his speech sug- 
gested legislation looking to the investiga- 
tion of fire causes and carelessness. He be- 
Heved that the {lls of which citizens com- 
lained can be remedied by decreasing the 
loss. “ The more I have learned of the 
result of the non-partisan management of 
our institutions,” said the new Governor,

RAID COIN-MAKING PLANT 


DETECTIVES FIND COUNTERFEIT- 
ER AT 348 W. LAKE STREET. 


Discover Hundreds of Bogus Dollars 
and Halves and Make One Arrest, 
the Prisoner Giving His Name as 
John T. McGarry—Long Success of 
Gang in Passing Spurious Money 
Explained by Its Close Resemblance 
to the Genuine. 


Four detectives raided the headquarters 
of a gang of counterfeiters at 348 West 
Lake street early this morning. Dies, 
molds, bar metal, and a sack containing 
hundreds of bogus dollar and fifty cent coins 
were found. One arrest was made, the 
prisoner given the name of John T. Mc- 
Garry. 

For months a gang of counterfeiters has 
flooded that district with bad money, so 
well made, though, that they experienced lt- 
tle trouble in passing it. Government secret 
; service men and city detectives worked for 
“many weeks without a clew. Yesterday, 
however, they struck the trail of the gang 
and the early morning raid resulted. 

Shortly after 1 a. m. Detectives Jenks, 
Dawson, Hennessey, and Wall of the Lake 
Street Station surrounded the house, an old 
two-story frame structure. The bullding was 
dark and apparently deserted. The detec- 
tives forced open the front door and rushed 
in. So quick was their entrance that Mc- 


fore he was overpowered. 

A hurried search disclosed that the pris- 
oner was the only man in the house other 
than the detectives. The latter then turned 
their attention to the contents and soon 
found a complete counterfeiting outfit. There 
were five molds, four dies, and a considerable 
supply of metals from which the bogus eoins 
were made. 


Find a Bag of Bogus Coin. 

Further search brought to light a heavy 
bag lying in a corner ofthe room. Ripping 
it open the detectives found hundreds of 
bright, new dollar and fifty-cent pieces—all 
counterfeit. The outfit was loaded into the 
‘patrol wagon with tle prisoner and taken to 
the station. 

The police say that after canvassing one 
section of the city and passing as much of 
the coin as they dared, members of the gang 
would suddenly disappear only to begin their 
operations in another quarter within a few 
days. In this way every part of the West 
Side was reached by the gang, the members 
of which, it is estimated, have succeeded 
in passing $10,000 worth of the spurious coin. 

Arrested for “ Raising ” Bills. 

George Lepper was arrested by United 
States secret ‘service officers yesterday 
charged with “raising”’’ $1 and §2 bills to 
notes of the $5 and $10 denominations. He 
will have a hearing on this charge before 
United States Commissioner Mark Foote on 
Jan. 21. Captain Porter recognized in Lep- 
per the man who forfeited his bail and left 
Chicago while awaiting trial in the Federal 
Court in 1895. Lepper’s arrest was brought 
about through the confession of Annie 
Brandt, who was arrested by the Engle- 
wood police last November while passing a 
‘*raised"’ bill. Lepper admitted his ac- 
quaintance with the woman, but denied that 
he had ever altered any government money. 
Captain Porter says the man now in cus- 
tody was arrested on a charge of counterfeit- 
ing in 1895. 


AGED JAMES ALLEN REMARRIED. 


Man Who Claims to Be Chicago’s Oldest 
Settler Again Weds Mrs. 
Smith. ; 


James Belcher Allen, who claims to be 
Chicago’s oldest settler, was remarried yes- 
terday to Mrs. Celia Eliza Smith by Justice 
Wallace. They were married in 1897, but 
as the decree of divorce which Mr. Allen, 
obtained from his first wife was destroyed 
in the fire of 1871 he sought another decree 
in order to insure the legality of his mar- 
riage to Mrs. Smith. When Mr. Allen ob- 
tained the new decree two weeks ago his 
marriage to Mrs. Smith was thereby an- 
nulled, so the second marriage was ar- 
ranged. 

Mr. Allen is 71 years old, while his wife is 
nearly fifteen years his junior. Mr. Allen 
was born in Ogdensburg, N. Y., in 1830, his 
parents bringing him to Chicago when he 
was 8 years old.

In Arkansas it is admitted that Senator 
Berry will go back to Washington without 
a hitch, as nearly the whole Legislature is 
instructed for him. 

The Idaho Legislature has decided to send 
Fred T. Dubois back to the Senate without 
a contest. 

In Delaware only the Democrats made 
nominations, the Republicans being unable 
to settle their Addicks and anti-Addicks dis- 
putes. ‘ 

In Nebraska the Republican and fusionist 
legislators held caucuses without result. es 
the first legislative ballot today the Re- 
publicans will scatter their votes amonxg 
at least twenty candidates. The fusionists 
decided to cast complimentary votes for one 
Democrat and one fusionist.

M. S. QUAY ASSURED OF VICTORY 


Is Generally Admitted That He 
Votes Enough to Make Him 
Senator. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—The 
Quay fight, which began in the State Legisla- 
ture two years ago, is near an end. —Tomor- 
row afternoon at 8 o’clock each branch of 
the Legislature will ballot for United States 
Senator. Matthew Stanley Quay, who has 
been so bitterly opposed by both irregular 
RepublHcans and Democrats, will, it is now 
conceded, have a majority of votes in each 
branch, and on Wednesday at noon when 
the joint ballot is taken he will have five 
votes more than is necessary. : 

Tonight he was assured 132 votes, and if 
they are not forthcoming at the joint session 
a sufficient number of Democrats have 
pledged themselves to rally to his cause.

who was known as the most bitter enemy 
of the Senator-elect. This action will give 
Colorado one of the most aggressive repre- 
sentatives of any State in the upper House, 
as his fighting qualities are only surpassed 
by his staying powers. 

Patterson has been one of the most poten- 
tial and important factors in local affairs, 
ranging from an avowed independent to the 
leadership of the Populists, and back again 
in the camp of the Democrats, where he re- 
ceived the highest honors in the power of 
the party to award. He is known for his 
pugnacity and determination, and once he 
settled upon course or policy no power on 
earth ever availed. 

The withdrawal of Thomas was unexpect- 
ed. When the news circulated at dark the 
city was taken by surprise, and preparations 
were made fora grand rally after the caucus. 

During the afternoon Patterson's support- 
ers met, and counted fifty-six votes, whilo 
it required only fifty-two to elect. The 
Thomas faction also caucused, with the re- 
sult that the late Governor retired from the 
combat.

SAY THE ART INSTITUTE 
FALLS SHORT OF MISSION. 


John H. Twachtman Declares Local 
Artists Are Not Encouraged and 
| Must Look to Individuals for Support 


John H. Twachtman, one of America’s 
leading landscape painters, and an inetructor 
for the last fifteen years in the Art Students’ 
league of New York, delivered the last.of a 
series of lectures yesterday forenoon before 
the students of the Chicago Art Institute. 
While praising the technical features of the 
instruction most highly, Mr. Twachtman 
took a parting shot at the institute, which, he 
declared, was deficient in the degree of en- 
couragement it gave to local artists. 

“Chicago gives its heartiest indorsement 
to the institute,” said Mr. Twachtman. “‘ The 
wealthy generously subscribe to its support, 
yet I have failed to find a single example of 
a Chicago artist's work in the permanent 
exhibit. The lack of modern painters in the 
permanent exhibit is also conspicuous.” 

Mr. Twachtman spoke in a general way of 
the tendency he had noted in Chicago which 
was discouraging to Western artists. They 
were given prizes and scholarships, and sent 
to Europe, well equipped to follow their 
studies four or five years, but after they re- 
turned, he said, they found the walls of art 
galleries covered with old masters, and lit- 
tle demand for their own work. 

“You are to expect encouragement from 
individuals only,” said Mr. Twachtman. “ It 
took me twenty years to arrive at that stage 
of my profession where I could make 
money.’’ 

It was Mr. Twachtman’s idea, as ex- 
pressed in his lecture, that the art student 
should be a protégé of the institute in which 
he began his career, as in France, and that 
they were entitled to every recognition 
commensurate with their talents. This 
recognition, he believed, was not generally 
accorded by the art institutes of the United 
States, and especially by the ‘Chicago Art 
Institute. 

Mr. Twachtman leaves the city this morn- 
ing to return to New York. ~He is a member 
of the Society of American Artists and of 
Ten American Painters, and, besides being 
an instructor in the Art Students’ league, is 
a teacher in the Cooper Institute of New 
York. A large collection of his paintings is 
on exhibition at the Art Institute. 

“Mr. Twachtman’s criticism is not un- 
justified,” said a representative of Director 
French, who is absent from the city. “ It is 
true that the permanent exhibit contains 
few paintings by American artists, solely be- 
cause the institute lacks funds which can be 
applied to the purchase of such works.”

NEELY MUST GO 
BACK TO CUBA, 


Supreme Court Decides That 
Alleged Embezzler Is Sub- 
ject to Extradition. 


FULL BENCH IS AGREED. 


Holds That Cuba Is a Foreign 
Country, and Act of 1900 
Applies to the Case. 


DEFINES RELATIVE POWERS 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
The United States Supreme Court today de- 
clared C. F. W. Neely, accused of embezzle- 
ment of postal funds in Cuba, subject to ex- 
tradition and directed that a mandate issué 


Neely is now in the Ludlow Street Jail in 
New York City, where he is being held to 
answer a charge of having brought stolen 
goods into the State of New York. 

This minor charge will probably be vacat- 
ed, and as soon as the Supreme Court man- 
date reaches the Circuit Court in New York 
Neely will be given into the custody of Will- 
iam Hinkel of New York, the special agent 
of Governor General Wood, and taken ‘to 
Cuba on an American transport. 


_ Court’s Decision Is Pointed. 
The decision of the Supreme Court was read 


some length. The court held that the act of 
June 6, 1900, extending the provisions of sec- 
tion 5270 of the Revised Statutes of the Unit- 
ed States to foreign countries occupied by 
or under the control of the United States is 
applicable in this case. 

The court says that the first duty of the 
United States under its pledge to secure for 
the Cubans the freedom to which they are 
entitied is to protect them by every just and 
legal method. When the United States postal 
code superseded that of Cuba and Neely be- 
came an officer under that code it was the 
duty of the United States to protect the 
citizens of Cuba against the citizens: of its 
own government. It is further asserted that 
Neely cannot object to submitting to the 
same modes of trial as would apply if he were 
under similar charges in the United States. 


Cuba a Foreign Country. 
The court in the course of its decision made 


clear the point that Cuba is a foreign coun- 
try now occupied by and under the control 


of the United States, but is in no way a part 


of it. 

After the Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of New York, to which an applica- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus had been 
made, had rendered a decision adverse io 
Neely’s claims, Justice Harlan said he had 
then appealed to this court on the ground 
that the act of June 6, 1900, was unconstitu- 
tional. Entering then upon his reasoning on 
the case, Justice Harlan said that there was 
no dispute that on the 6thof June, 1900, when 
the act under which this proceeding is 
brought became a law, Cuba was “ under 
the control of the United States "’ and “ oc- 
cupied by this government.” “ This court,’’ 
he said, “‘ will take judicial notice that such 


‘were at the date named and are now the 


relations between this country and Cuba. So 
that the applicability of the above act to the 
present case—and this is the first questidn to 
be examined—depends upon the inquiry 
whether, within its meaning, Cuba is to be 
deemed a foreign country or territory.” 


Defines Purpose of War. | 
Justice Harlan then reviewed the legisia- 
tion preceding the war with Spain, quoting 
the joint resolution of April 20, 1898, and 
the declaration of war which followedon the 
25th of the same month. The protocol be- 
tween the United States and Spain and the 
Paris treaty were reviewed for the purpose | 
of showing not only the relation of the 
United States to Cuba but Spain’s relinquish- 
ment of sovereignty over the island. Notice 
was taken of the establishment of a military 
government over Cuba and Governor 
Brooke's proclamation of Jan. 1, 1809, was 
quoted. 

The Justice then referred to the Governor’s 
establishment of various departments in 
order to promote the civil government of the 
island. He also called attention to the pro- 
mulgation of the postal code, superseding all 
other Cuban laws relating to postal affairs, 
and related that on the 18th of June last 
Governor Wood had made his requisition 
upon the President for Neely. 

Announcing the court’s conclusions on the 
status of Cuba, Justice Harlan said: 

The facts above detailed make it clear that 
Cuba is foreign territory within the meaning of 
the act of June 6, 1900. It cannot be regarded in 
any constitutional, legal, or international sense 
a part of the territory of the United States. While 
by the act of April 25, 1888, declaring war between 
this country and Spain, the President was directed 
and empowered to use our entire land and naval 
forces as well as the militia of the several States 
to such extent as was necessary to carry the act 
into effect, that authorization was not for the 
purpose of making Cuba an integral part of the 
United States, but for the purpose only of com- 
pelling the relinquishment by Spain of its authority 
and government in that island and the withdrawal 
of its forces from Cuba and Cuban waters. 


Control Only for Peace. 


The legislative and executive branches of the 
government, by the joint resolution of April 20, 
1898, expressly disclaimed any purpose to ex- 
ercise sovereignty, jurisdiction, or control over 
Cuba, *‘ except for the pacification thereof,’’ and 
asserted the determination of the United States 


‘} éhat object being accomplished, to leave the 


government and control of Cuba to its own peo- 
ple. All that has been done in relation to Cuba 
has had that end in view, and, so far as the 
court is informed by the public history of the 
relations of this country with that island, noth- 
ing has been done inconsistent with the declared 
object of the war with Spain. 

Cuba is nose the less foreign territory within 
the meaning of the act of Congress because it is 
under a Military Governor appointed by and rep- 
resenting the President in the work of assisting 
the inhabitants of that island te establish a 
government of their own, under which, as a free 
and independent people, they may control their 
a affairs without interference by other na- 

ons. 

But, as between the United States and Cuba, 
that island is territory heid in trust for the in- 
habitants of Cuba, to whom it rightfully be- 
longs, and to whose exclusive control it will be 
surrendered when a stable government shall have 
been established by their voluntary action. 


Logic of Legislation. 

The court also outlined the power of Con- 
gress to legislate in the premises, saying: 

It cannot be doubted that when the United States 
required and enforced the relinquishment by Spain 
of her sovereignty in Cuba it succeeded to the 
authority of the displaced government so far at 
least that it became its duty under international 
law and pending the pacification of the island,

Questions Outside of Court. ~ 
Replying to this point Justice Harlan said: 
“Apart from the view that it is not com- 

petent for the judiciary to make any declara- 
tion upon the question of the length of time 
during which Cuba may be rightfully oc- 
cupied and controlied by the United States 
in order to effect its pacification—it being the 
function of the political branch of the gov- 
ernment to determine when such occupation 
and control shall cease, and therefore when 
the troops of the United States shall be with- 
drawn from Cuba—the contention that the 
United States recognized the existence af an 
established ernment known as the Re- 
public of Cuba, but is now using its milftary 
or executive power to displace or overthrow 
it, is without merit. The declaration by 
Congress that the people of Guba were and of 
ought to be free and independem was 
not intended as a recognition of the existence 
of an organized government instituted by the 
people of that island in hostility to the gov- 
ernment maintained by Spain. Nothing 
more was intended than to express the 
thought that the Cubans were entitled ta 
enjoy—to use the language of the President 
in his message of Dec. 5, 1897—that measure 
of self-control which is the inalienable right 
of man, protected in their right to reap the 
benefit of the exhaustiess treasure of their 
country. 
Army Still in Control. 

“Both the legislative and executive 
branches of the government concurred in 
not recognizing the existence of any such 
government as the Republic of Cuba. It is 
true that the cotperation of troops com- 
manded by Cuban officers was accepted by 
the military authorities of the United States 
in its efforts to overthrow Spanish authority 
in Cuba. Yet from the beginning to the end 
of the war the supreme authority in all mil- 
itary operations in Cuba and in Cuban waters 
against Spain was with the United States, 
and those operations were not in any sense 
under the control or direction of the troops 
commanded by Cuban officers.”’ 


Order Made by Court. 


The final conclusion of the court was an- 


nounced as follows:

ARGUE ON STATUS OF ISLANDS. 


Questions Relating to Porto Rico and 
Hawaiian Tariff Charges Before the 
Supreme Court. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.~—The United 
States Supreme Court today resumed its 
hearing in the case of Charles Huus vs. 
the New York and Porto Rico Steamship 
Company, and Senator Lindsay continued 
the argument begun by him on Friday. om 
action Involves the question of pilotage, the 
owner of the steamship claiming exemption 
on the ground that Porto Rican ports had 
ceased to be foreign. 

In the course of his argument Senator 
Lindsay referred to the decision just ren- 
dered by the court in the Neely case. He 


‘argued that that decision established two 


propositions in support of the government’s 
contention, which apply to the pilotage case. 
The first of these was that the govyern- 
ment of the United States may occupy and 
exercise control over a country over which 
its sovereignty extends in time of peace 
without necessarily extending the constitu- 
tion of the United States to that country or 
its people, and the second that the grant of 
legislative power to Congress includes the 
power to legislate for any people over which 
sovereignty is extended. 

Senator Lindsay was followed by F. Kings- 
bury Curtis for the steamship company, 
who contended that the vessel upon which 


‘pilotage was demanded was exempt on the 


ground that Porto Rican ports had ceased 
to be foreign, and that by the act of April 
12, 1900, the trade between Porto Rico and 
the United States had been made coastwise. 
The court authorized Charles A. Gardiner 
to file a brief in the pending Porto Rico ang 
Philippine cases in behalf of the tobacco 
growers’. association of New England. The 
brief sustains the government’s contention 
that it is entirely competent for the United 
States to lay a tariff on commerce between 
the United States and its insular possessions. 
The case is that of George W. Crossman 
et al., appellants, vs. The United States. The 
case is one covering the entry of goods from 
Hawali, consisting of whisky, brandy, and 
jam, at the custom-house at New York on 
April 26, 1900, and is the only Hawalian 
case in the list. Duty was assessed = 
importers protested against collection of 
duty on the ground that the Hawalian Is- 
lands were a part of the United States; that 
the provision of the annexation resolution, 
which continued the customs laws of the 
Republic of Hawaii in force until Congress 
should legislate was unconstitutional.

CITY'S CHANCES NOT GOOD. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.}]— 
During debate on the river and herbor 
bill in the House today there was a colloquy 
between Representatives Boutell and Mann 
of Illinois and Chairman Burton of the com- 
mittee, which is of great importance to Chi- 
cago, because it shows the attitude of the 
committee. The fact was brought ‘out clear- 
ly that appropriations for the river cannot 
be expected, at least until the municipality 
succeeds in disposing of the tunnels. 

Mr. Boutell opened the discussion by ask- 
ing the chairman the controlling depth of 
the Chicago River and the maximum depth 
for harbors of the-great lakes. He also 
asked if it was not a fact that twenty-one 
feet had been fixed by law as the minimum 
depth for the Chicago River. 

Chairman Burton replied with the follow- 
ing general statement: 

The present depth of the Chicago River, I am 
int is barely sixteen feet, depending some- 
what on the current and the amount of water 
flowing in this drainage canal. By the act of. 
18983 we provided for the survey in the act of 
March 3, 1880, of the Chicago River, in which it 
was said: ‘‘ And the aforesaid depth of twenty- 
one feet is hereby adopted as the projected depth 
for the improvement.’’ With it was this pro- 
viso, which, I think, the gentiemen will com : 
** Provided that all the work of removing and re- 
constructing bridges and piers and lowering tun- 
nels necessary to permit a practicable channel 
with said depth to be obtained shall be done or 
caused to be done by the City of Chicago, without 
expense to the United States.’’ 


City Must Lower Tunnels. 

Now, there are divers tunnels—on La Salle street 
and Washington street—and a number of bridges 
with piers on a single stream. Before any effective 
improvement of that river can be made it is neces- 
sary that these tunnels should be lowered; and 
even the most ardent advocate of federal aid to 
river and harbor improvements, I do mot think, 


the expense of lowering these tunnels which have 
been permitted to exist by the City of Chicago. 
As to whether the general government shall go in- 
side @ river or not there is, perhaps, ground for 
question there. But the first question to be settled, 
the first thing to be accomplished, is by the City of 
Chicago itself. | 

The general discussion then continued as 
follows: 

Mr. Boutell of Illinois—Is it then the opinion 
of the chairman of the River and Harbor 
committee that no appropriation should be 
made for the Chicago River until the local 
authorities have determined upon the low- 
ering of these tunnels? 

Mr. Burton—I think not, for the plain rea- 
son that nothing can be effective without it. 

Mr. Otjen—I should like to ask the chair- 
man a question. Is there anything in his 
bill making appropriation for the purpose 
of improving an inner harbor or harbors ly- 
ing within any State? ng 

Mr. Burton—There are one or two cases 
where improvements have been under way 


met River. That, however, is an interstate 
stream, and provision is made for dredging 
to the Indiana line. But the committee has 
avoided, as far as possible, on the balance 
of the great lakes, making provision for 
dredging interior streams. 


Case of Milwaukee Harbor. 


Mr. Otjen—The people of Milwaukee think 
they should be considered in case an appro- 
priation is made with reference to any such 
harbor. 

Mr. Burton—Well, I want to say to the gen- 
tleman if there is any place where such an 
appropriation should be made it is the City 
of Milwaukee, because it is a harbor for 
which small sums have been appropriated 
and it has a large traffic; but the com- 
mittee would not feel justified in departing 
from the general policy pursued. In nineteen 
or twenty cases provision {is made to improve 
the stream running into the harbor, but not 
for the inner harbor. 

Mr. Otjen—Appropriation is made for the 
improvement of Calumet. You do not regard 
that as a case in point? 

Mr. Burton—yYes, to a certain extent it Is, 
but there ts a reason for it in that it carries 
interstate commerce. 

Mr. Davidson—It is a navigable stream up 
to Hammond, Ind., and the improvement is 
to the stream running through the city and 
looking to its navigation. 

Mr. Burton—It {s looking to its navigable 


condition. 


Mann Enters the Argument. 

Mr. Mann—Mr. Chairman, I understood the 
gentleman a while ago, in reply to a question 
of my colleague, said that no particularly 
practicable and important appropriation for 
the improvement of Chicago River could be 
made until Chicago had lowered the tunnels 
and removed the center piers of the bridges. 
I do not wish to enter fhto a discussion of 
that matter at this time, but I should like 
to ask if that has anything whatever to do 
with making estimates for turning basins? 

Mr. Burton—I think it has—at least re- 
motely. 

Mr. Mann—Does the gentleman mean to say 
that the question of turning basins ought to 
depend in any way whatever on the lowering 
of the tunnels or the removal of the center 

iers? 

: Mr. Burton—I think we ought to know that 

the City of Chicago is disposed to do what it 

can for the improvement of that stream. 

At any rate we should know that they are 

disposed to do something before the general” 
government is asked to do anything. 

Mr. Mann—Does the question of whether 
the general government ought to make the }. 
improvement have anything to do with the 
physical situation there? 

Mr. Burton—Of course, there is a large 
traffic up there. 

Mr. Mann—I will say that the City of Chi- 
cago has no control of the Chicago River. 
That is now controlled by the sanitary 
trustees, and they are considering a plan in- 
volving large sums of money for the re-, 
moval of the center piers. The City of Chi- 
cago has commenced a mandamus proceed- 
ing to compel the street car companies which 
occupy the tunnels to either lower them or 
come out, but they cannot, of course, be 


closed, 


ANTI-TRUST SUIT ON TRIAL. 


Andrew D. Bishop Demanding Damages 
from the American Preservers’ Com- 


pany for Seizing His Stock. 


In the guise of an ordinary suit on a bond, a 
trial is going on in the United States Circuit 
Court in which the truet issue is an im- 
portant factor. It is the case of Andrew D. 
Bishop against the American Preservers’ 
company and the American Surety com- 


pany. 
The principal defendant company had con- 
trol until recently of the preserve market. 
It is said the concern was absorbed a short 
time ago by the glucose trust. The dispute 
has been heard twice in the Illinois Supreme 
Court,- and the decision there is one of the 
most noted rulings on the trust question. 
The litigation started in 1801, when the 
American Preservers’ company, through re- 
plevin proceedings, took possession of Bish- 
op’s stock in the latter’s store at 354 Kinzie 
street. He claims to have been forced into 
the combination and when he attempted to 
withdraw his goods were seized. Bishop de- 
fended the proceedings on the ground that 
the company was a trust and won in the 
Supreme Court. This suit is for damages.

He hoped to 
be able to send a sufficiently strong force to 
the front to make it absolutely impossible 
for the invaders to get nearer to Cape Town 
than they now are.

PREMIER TELLS POLICY. 


Says That Pontiff Will. Not Be

VOTE ON NEW LAW PUT OFF. 


PARIS, Jan. 14.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today the government was interpellated 
by M. Marcel Sembat, radical Socialist, on 
the “‘ interference of the Pope in the domes- 
tic affairs of France,"’ as shown in. the re- 
cent letter of the Pope to Cardinal Richard, 
the Archbishop of Paris, dealing with the 
proposed bill of the Premier, M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, known as the “ law of associa- 
tions,”’ and aiming at the suppression of re- 
ligious communities, in which the Pontiff 
defended the religious orders. M. Sembat 
asked the government to protest against this 


letter. 
Ribot Defends the Pope. 

M. Ribot, the former Premier, defended 
the Pope, who, he said, was entitled to raise [ 
his voice when he thought religious interests 
were in peril. The statement called forth 
cheers from the Rightists and Centrists. 

The entire session was spent in discussing 
the interpellation of M. Sembat, the debate 
closing with a declaration by M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, who said the government saw 
no threat in the Pope’s letter as to missions 
in the Bast. 

** The letter of his Holiness,”’ continued the 
Premier, “ simply said that if the French 
missionaries disappeared they,would be re- 
placed by foreign missionaries. 


Premier Defines Attitude. 

“The government will not tolerate the or- 
ganization of resistance against the laws of 
the country. ' No interference on the part of 
the Pope will be allowed in the law of asso- 
cilations when it is voted upon. The Pope 
has rights as the spiritual head of Catholics, 
but the state also has rights written in the 
concordat, which it will see respected.” 

This declaration rallied around the govern- 
ment all the Leftists and Centrists, who vot- 
ed approval of the Premier's declarations by 
429 to 95 and declared conudence in his firm- 
ness to assure the defense of the rights of the 
state. 

The Chamber then adopted a resolution 
embodying M. Sembat’s protests by a vote of 
810 to 110. 

Other Extremist motions, one proposing the 
separation of church and state, and another 
proposing to denounce the concordat, were 
rejected by overwhelming majorities. 

The Chamber was crowded with Deputies 
and notable visitors in the expectation that 
the debate on the law of associations would 
be begun, but which went over to Friday. 


QUIET RESTORED AT PANAMA.

TRAINS RESCUED FROM SNOW.

LONDON, Jan. 15, 3 a. m.—The Odessa cor- 
respondent of the Daily Mail says that the 
last of the trains that were snow-bound in 
the recent blizzard has arrived at Odessa. 
The snowdrifts for miles hardened into ice. 
Through one of them, which was 400 yards 
long and thirty-eight feet deep, it was neces- 
sary to tunnel. 

Seven hundred of the passengers, mostly 
peasants, who quitted the trains before they 
were dug out, have arrived by sleighs, which 
they obtained at a point twenty-five miles 
north of Odessa. Many of them were more 
dead than alive. Several who were unable to 
get sleighs attempted to trudge the whole 
distance into the city. Many of these were 
exhausted by cold and hunger and sank Into 
the drifts, where they froze to death.

It is, thanks to him, that Germany’s indus- 
tries, like those of the United States, are 


protected by a high tariff, and it is likewise 


attributable to his active and enlightened en- 


ergy that she has become the most formid- 
able rival of Great Britain and of this coun- 
try in foreign trade, taking a foremost part 


in opening up new markets. Thanks te his 


initiative she ‘educates her citizens on a pat- 
tern which less paternal governments can- 
not copy, consumes less alcohol, and pro- 
duces more books than either Great Britain, 
France, or the United States; 
railroads for the benefit not of any company 


or corporation but for that of the common- 


wealth, since all the lines are state owned; 
makes provision for the working classes in 
their old age by means of state insurance, 


and in every way is attaining a material 


prosperity which is little short of phenome- 
nal 


It may sourid exaggerated to ascribe this 
to the Kaiser. But, although Germany is 


a monarchy by constitution, yet the char- 


acter of the Emperor renders it virtually an 
autocracy. He directs everything. His 
hand is apparent in every phase of German 
activity and German life. He conveys, in 
one word, the impression of being the main- 
spring of the entire German Empire, and is 
to such an extent identified therewith that 
one gets the idea that in some way or an- 
other its entire machinery would stop were 


anything untoward to happen.to him. Some 


years ago he was regarded both at home and 
abroad as a sort of danger to the peace of 
the world. Today this “ practical mystic” 
—as Lord Rosebery styled Oliver Cromwell— 
is to such an extent looked upon as one of 
the chief safeguards of peace that his disap- 
pearance from the scene would excite not 
only universal regret but profound appre- 
hension, | 


A great deal of discussion is now in prog- 

ress in Spain with regard to the purchase by 
an Englishman of the Island of Salvora, 
situated in the Bay of Vigo and commanding 
the entrance of the River Arosa, its Spanish 
owner having been unable to refuse the 
tempting offer of $2,000,000. The Spanish 
government has been bitterly attacked for 
having allowed the sale to take place, pre- 
cisely in the same way that the British and 
Dominion governments have been blamed 
for permitting the purchase of the big Island 
of Anticosti, commanding the mauth of the 
St. Lawrence River, to M. Henri Menier, the 
Frenchman. 

The critics of the governments of Spain and 
of Great Britain in the matter are apparently 
blind to the fact that the foreign purchasers 
of these islands buy merely the proprietor- 
ship and not the sovereignty. The sover- 
eignty of the Island of Salvora remains, as 
heretofore, vested in Spain, no matter what 
the nationality of the new owner, while in the 
same way the sovereignty of the Island of 
Anticosti ‘remains vested in Great Britain 
and the Dominion. The islands and their 
owners, therefore, remain subject to the laws 
of the countries to which the sovereignty 
belongs. The foreign owners cannot fortify 
or arm any strategic points of the islands, 
being subject to building laws and regula- 
tions of the sovereign power, and they are 


always liable to forcible expropriation in the 


event of the latter deciding that either pub. 
lic utility or public safety demands the acqui- 
sition of the island by the state... 

This same rule applies to the case of a 
number of fslands off the coast of Brittany 
and commanding its approaches, which are 
now being purchased by English people in 
the face of much popular protest and oppo- 
sition. 

The household of the new Queen of Italy 
has just been completed by the appointment 


of four new ladies-in-waiting, bringing the 


entire number up to eight. They are all of 
Italian birth save one, a French woman, and 
the young Queen has failed to give any posi- 
tion in connection with her court to the two 
American women, Princess Brancaccio and 
Princess Vicovaro, who formed part of Queen 
Marguerite’s household, but who are now no 
longer connected therewith. The eight la- 
dies-in-waiting of Queen Helene are the 
Princess Sonnino, the Princess Vivaro, the 
Princess Viggiano (daughter of the French 
Duke of Beauffremont), the Duchess Ascoli, 


and the Countesses Papadopoli, Guicctardini, 


Trinita, and Trigona de Santa Elia. These 
eight bear the title of ‘‘ Dames de Cour,” or 
Latiies of the Court, and will take it in turn 
to attend upon the Queen. There will be no 
Grandmistress of the Court, nor so-called 
“TLadies of the Palace.” The widowed 
Queen Marguerite merely retains two of her 
ladies—namely: the Marquise Villamarina, 
who has been with her ever since her mar- 
riage, and Princess Pallavicini. Besides 
these there are four honorary ladies-in-wait- 
ing to Queen Marguerite, who will only ap- 
pear in her suite on state occasions. But 
Queen Marguerite has not seen fit to reap- 
point either of the two American women. 


There is not a word of truth in the story 
published in the London Daily Mail, accord-

The willingness of William L. Kennedy, a 
Postoffice employé, living at 672 West Erie 
street, to observe the golden rule took from 
the Probate Court a matter of litigation 
which would have wasted away the greater 
portion of the estate of $30,000 left by Miles 
Kennedy, an old and well known settler on 
the Northwest Side.

This week, 
however, an order of settlement will be en- 
tered and the contest will never be heard.

DEATH OF ELIJAH W. BLAISDELE. 


Noted Resident of Rockford, Il., Passes 
Away—Helped Organize the Re- 
publican Party. 


Rockford, Ill., Jan. 14.—[{Spectal.]—Elijah 
Ww. Blaisdell, a@ veteran éditor and attorney 
of this city, died here today, aged 74 years. 
He came to Rockford from Vermont in 1853 
and founded the Reckford Forum. Hetooka 
prominent part in the anti-slavery agitation 
and was instrumental in calling the mass- 
meeting which nominated Elihu B. Wash- 
burne for Congress. 

At this convention Mr. Blaisdell introduced 
a resolution which declared for the organiza- 
tion of a new party to be called the Repub- 
lican, inviting to membership all who op- 
posed the extension of slavery. He attended 
the conference at Bloomington in 1856 where 
the Republican party was born, and, return- 
ing home, changed the name of. his paper to 
the Republican and declared for Abraham 
Lincoln for President. It is said his was 
the first newspaper to name Lincoln for the 
Presidency. He was a member of the State 
Legislature in 1858 and voted for Lincoln 
for Senator. 

Retiring from newspaper work, he prac- 
ticed law for a number of years. Of late 
years he had devoted his time to literary 
work and was the author of several volumes 
of poetry and romance. The widow, a sister 
of the late Chief Justice Lawrence of Illinois, 
and five sons survive him. He left a large 
estate.

OBITUARY. 


MRS. PAULINA DOHN, Chicago, who died at 
her residence, 165 Locust street, on Sunday morn- 
ing last, had lived in Chicago for many years. 
Though leading a quiet, domestic life, she was the. 
head of a hospitable home, which was the favorite 
resort of the leading artists and musicians of the 
city. Her husband, Mr. A. W. Dohn, has been 
identified with the musical interests of Chicago 
for many years and was the first conductor of the 
Apollo club. Her two daughters hold a high posi- 
tion in art, the one as a musician and the other 
as a painter and teacher in the Art Institute. Mrs. 
Dohn as the center of the little household was a 
warm friend of artists, who will long miss her 
kindly presence and cordial hospitality. Nor less 
will she be mourned by the older residents of the 
city, with whom she had been associated so many 
years. 

BROTHER EDWARD, treasurer of Notre Dame 
University, died yesterday at Notre Dame, Ind. 
He was born in England seventy-five years ago, 
came to the United States in 1851 and in 1852 went 
to Notre Dame. In 1879 the university consisted 
of forty students, five priests, thirty lay brothers, 
and three buildings, a small college building, a 
manual labor school, and infirmary. Brother Ed- 
ward was an indomitable worker at thistime. He 
taught in the university during the day and looked 
after the students’ wants on the campus and waited 
on table during the meals. This was in the early 
60s. In 1862 he was elected treasurer of the uni- 
versity, which position he held up to within a month 
of his death, refusing to cease work when sick and 
infirm. 

IRA TYLER, Richfield, Ill., died yesterday, aged 
7 years. He was a member of the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly from 1888 to 1892. 


‘| BOND REFUSED TO LARSON. 


National Surety Company Rejects Ap- 
plication of School Board Secretary 
—Teachers Fear Delay in Pay. 


The National Surety company notified Pres- 
ident Harris of the Board of Education yes- 
terday that it would not issue the $50,000 bond 
applied for by Secretary Larson. This re- 
opens the difficulty about salaries, and the 
teachers see ahead of them another delayed 

ay day. 

The note informing President Harris of the 
refusal of the company gave no reasons. It 
was from William G. Campbell, secretary of 
the Chicago branch, and said: 

‘“*I beg to inform you that I am in receipt 
this morning of a communication from our 
home office, under date of Jan. 12, which 
stated that, after careful consideration, our 

company has decided to decline the applica- 
tion of Mr. Louis E. Larson for a $50,000 bond 
in favor of the Board of Education.”’ 

Mr. Larson will endeavor today to securea 
personal bond signed by responsible men. 

‘*T do not feel that the action of the bond 

company nas a personal reference to me,”’ 
said Secretary Larson. “I do not under- 
stand why the bond was refused. It leaves 
me free to procure a bond of my own and I 
hope to be able to do thatshortly. The re- 
‘cent action of the board in further protecting 
the office of secretary was expected to make 
the bonds all right.” 

*“*I see no reason for the refusal of the 
surety company,’’ said President Harris. “I 
asked for reasons, but have been able to 
jearn none. The same company bonded Mr. 
Legner for $5000. I cannot say now what 
will be done toward securing bonds for Mr. 
Larson.”’

| RECOUNTS YEAR. 


Holds Annual Meeting, Hears 
Directors’ Report and 
President’s Address, 


SUCCESS OF NEW POLICY. 


of Memberships Much En- 
hanced. 


TREASURY HAS SURPLUS. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Trade 
was held yesterday. It consisted siniply of 
the report of the directors to the President 
and President Warren's address to the mem- 


bers. 

The financial report showed receipts dur- 
ing the year of $263,424 and expenditures of 
$242,710, leaving a balance on hand of $20,714. 


Year Shows a Surplus. 


After detailing the position of the board 
as to its bonded indebtedness and sources of 
revenues the report of the directors says: 

The board has uninterruptedly continued its ef- 
forts for the extinction of bucket shops. Of 
twenty-five bucket shop concerns which were 
flourishing in Chicago on Aug. 1 last but one now 
remains and this is temporarily protected by an 
ex parte injunction. As a consequence of the 
suppression of these concerns many bucket shops 
in other places have been closed. 

Your directory at the outset of its duties took 
the position that the board had a property right 
in and control of its quotations. This position was 
confirmed by the decision of Judge Tuley in the 
Christie Commission company case and approved 
by the Appellate Court; and was subsequently for- 
tifed by the decision of Judge Kohisaat in the 
federal court and also by a decision of the federal 
court in Milwaukee. 

The board has, therefore, a legal right to refuse 
its quotations to all persons, or 
who desire them for unlawful purposes. 

ported by these decisions the board refused, rome 
still refuses, its quotations to any and all tele- 
graph and telephone lines that will not expressly 
agree that they will not furnish such quotations to 
bucket shops. 

At present the board is deriving a revenue from 
its quotations at the rate of $10,000 a year net. 


President Warren’s Address. 


President Warren's address was received 
with a flattering show of enthusiasm. He 
began by a statement that if the efforts in 
the direction of reform were destined to fail, 
and if a choice of death rested between be- 


or throttled to death in a sewer, he would 
choose the former. This was his opening 
reference to the bucket shop fight. Continu- 
ing, he said in part: 

On sober second thought it must be the conviction 
of any man that a firm stand for what is right and 
honorable must result in good to the organization 
and increased prosperity to its members. There 
is no doubt that for twenty years we have been dis- 
graced in the eyes of the bench and the press, but 
the decided change of front on our part has borne 
abundant fruit in all ways. And, having set our 
faces in the right direction, we should press on and 
it need be endure a little and fight a little. 


Value of Memberships Larger. 


If the history of the last year proves anything, 
it proves this is the great world’s market for the 
producer, the receiver, and the speculator. The 
market value of membership has increased 150 
per cent in the face of the predictions of the 
prophets of evil that the change in rules would 
drive business to other markets. The conclusion 
is forced on me that the firmer and more determined 
stand we take for a high standard of commercial 
ethics and for legitimate trading methods, the 
greater our reward is bound ultimately to be. 


Subjects Demanding Attention. 
Among passing._subjects demanding attention 
during the ensuing year may be mentioned the 
following: 
The enactment into law of the so-called Cullom 
bill, amending the Interstate commerce law. 
The repeal of the burdensome and unjust war 
tax on sales, which was borne without complaint 
while the exigencies of the case demanded, but 
being an emergency act should now be repealed, 
the emergency being past. 
The lowering of the tunnels and other improve- 
ments to the Chicago River in order to avert 
threatened embarrassment to shipping interests. 
The amendment of the railroad and warehouse 
laws so as to correct existing abuses in the pres- 
ent public warehousing and remove entirely from 
political influence the departments of registra- 
tion and inspection. Certain unfortunate events 
of the last year emphasize the necessity of the 
latter in no uncertain way. A year ago I called 
attention to the fact that not a bushel of grain 
leaves this market without private inspection. 
This is still true, and should be comment enough. 
That the certificate of inspection of the State of 
Illinois is not worth the paper it is written on

Everything which I have suggested, whether al- 
ready under way or in prospect, can be accom- 
plished if we continue working together patiently 
and constantly for the common good. We can 
make the board and business whatever we will it 
to be; but to show results we must “‘ keep everlast- 
ingly at it.’’

JAPANESE EXPERT CRITICISES 
AMALGAMATION OF INTERESTS. 


Imperial Government Lines of 


Japan, Believes Consolidation Will | 


Work te Detriment of American 
People — Statement of East-Bouand 
Freight Shipments from Chicago In- 
dicates Orders Are Being Violated, 


S. Matsmoto, Director Genera] of the im- 
perial government rdilroads of Japan, ar- 
rived here yesterday from the East and 
leaves here this afternoon via the Burling- 
ton for San Francisco, where he will take 
the steamer for Japan. Mr. Matsmoro has 
been in the United States a month, coming 
to this country from Europe. His trip was 
for the purpose of studying railroad affairs 
generally. The amalgamation of railroad 
interests in this country does not strike him 
favorably. He thinks this community of 
ownership is fraught with danger and will 
work detrimentally to the interests of the 
people. Railroad rates in Japan, he says, 
are net subject‘to disturbance. The Japan- 
ese government exercises absolute authority 
over rates, equipment, and the operation of 
the railroads in the interest of public pro- 
tection and safety. It does not permit the 
building of parallel lines, which Insures a 
g0od business to the roads and prevents 
reckless competition. In consequence uni-. 
form and equitable rates are maintained, 
discrimination is prevented, and accidents 
are not of frequent occurrence.

DEATH OF ELIJAH W. BLAISDELL. 


Noted Resident of Rockford, Ill., Passes 
Away—Helped Organize the Re- 
publican Party.

‘John L. Fyffe. 


Rockford, Ill., Jan. 14.—[{Special.]—Elijah 
W. Blaisdell, a veteran éditor and attorney 
of this city, dled here today, aged 74 years. 
He came to Rockford from Vermont in 1853 
and founded the Reckford Forum. Hetooka 
prominent part in the anti-slavery agitation 
and was instrumental in calling the mass- 
meeting which nominated Elihu B. Wash- 
burne for Congress. 

At this convention Mr. Blaisdell introduced 
a resolution which declared for the organiza- 
tion of a new party to be called the Repub- 
lican, inviting to membership all who op- 
posed the extension of slavery. He attended 
the conference at Bloomington in 1856 where 
the Republican party was born, and, return- 
ing home, changed the name of his paper to 
the Republican and declared for Abraham 
Lincoln for President. It is said his was 
the first newspaper to name Lincoln for the 
Presidency. He was a member of the State 
Legislature in 1858 and voted for Lincoln 
for Senator. 

Retiring from newspaper work, he prac- 
ticed law for a number of years. Of late 
years he had devoted his time to literary 
work and was the author of several volumes 
of poetry and romance. The widow, a sister 
of the late Chief Justice Lawrence of Illinois, 
and five sons survive him. He left a large 
estate, 


OBITUARY. 


MRS. PAULINA DOHN, Chicago, who died at 
her residence, 165 Locust street, on Sunday morn- 
ing last, had lived in Chicago for many years. 
Though leading a quiet, domestic life, she was the 
head of a hospitable home, which was the favorite 
resort of the leading artists and musicians of the 
city. Her husband, Mr. A. W. Dohn, has been 
identified with the musical interests of Chicago 
for many years and was the first conductor of the 
Apollo club, Her two daughters hold a high pos!- 
tion in art, the one as a musician and the other 
as a painter and teacher inthe Art Institute. Mrs. 
Dohn as the center of the little household was a 
warm friend of artists, who will long miss her 
kindly presence and cordial hospitality. Nor less 
will she be mourned by the older residents of the 
city, with whom she nad been associated so many 
years. 


BROTHER ann, treasurer of Notre Dame 
University, died yesterday at Notre Dame, Ind. 
He was born in England seventy-five years ago, 
came to the United States in 1851 and in 1852 went 
to Notre Dame. In 1879 the university consisted 
of forty students, five priests, thirty lay brothers, 
and three buildings, a small college building, a 
manual labor school, and infirmary. Brother Ed- 
ward was an {ndomitable worker at thistime. He 
taught In the university during the day and looked 
after the students’ wants on the campus and waited 
on table during the meals. This was in the early 
60s. In 1862 he was elected treasurer of the uni- 
versity, which position he held up to within a month 
of his death, refusing to cease work when sick and 
infirm. 

IRA TYLER, Richfield, Ill., died yesterday, aged 
7 years. He was a member of the Illinols Gen- 
eral Assembly from 1888 to 1892. 


BOND REFUSED TO LARSON. 


National Surety Company Rejects Ap- 
plication of School Board Secretary 
—Teachers Fear Delay in Pay. 


The National Surety company notified Pres- 
ident Harris of the Board of Education yes- 
terday that it would not issue the $50,000 bond 
applied for by Secretary Larson. This re- 
opens the difficulty about salaries, and the 
teachers see ahead of them another delayed 
pay day. 

The note informing President Harris of the 
refusal of the company gave no reasons. It 
was from William G. Campbell, secretary of 
the Chicago branch, and said: 

‘‘I beg to inform you that I am in receipt 
this morning. of a communication from our 
home office, under date of Jan. 12, which 
stated that, after careful consideration, our 
company has decided to decline the applica- 
tion of Mr. Louis E. Larson for a $50,000 bond 
in favor of the Boaréd of Education.”’ 

Mr. Larson will endeavor today to securea 
personal bond signed by responsible men. 

‘*T do not feel that the action of the bond 
company nas a personal reference to me,’’ 
said Secretary Larson. ‘I do not under- 
stand why the bond was refused. It leaves 
me free to procure a bond of my own and I 
hope to be able to do that shortly. The re- 
cent action of the board in further protecting 
the office of secretary was expected to make 
the bonds all right.”’ 

‘I see no reason for the refusal of the 
surety company,’ said President Harris. “I 
asked for reasons, but have been able to 
jearn none. The same company bonded Mr. 
Legner for $50,000. I cannot say now what 
will be done toward securing bonds for Mr. 
Larson.”’

BOARD OF TRADE 
RECOUNTS YEAR. 


Holds Annual Meeting, Hears 
Directors’ Report and 
President’s Address. 


SUCCESS OF NEW POLICY. 


Bucket-Shops Closed and Value 
of Memberships Much En- 
hanced. 


TREASURY HAS SURPLUS. 


The annual meeting of the Board of Trade 
was held yesterday. It consisted simiply of 
the report of the directors to the President 
ane President Warren's address to the mem- 

rs. 

The financial report showed receipts dur- 
ing the year of $263,424 and expenditures of 
$242,710, leaving a balance on hand of $20,714. 


Year Shows a Surplus. — 


After detailing the position of the board 
as to its bonded indebtedness and sources of 
revenues the report of the directors says: 

The board has uninterruptedly continued its ef- 
forts for the extinction of bucket shops. Of 
twenty-five bucket shop concerns which were 
flourishing in Chicago on Aug. 1 last but one now 
remains and this is temporarily protected by an 
ex parte injunction. As a consequence of the 
suppression of these concerns many bucket shops 
in other places have been closed. 

Your directory at the outset of its duties took 
the position that the board had a property right 
in and control of its quotations. This position was 
confirmed by the decision of Judge Tuley in the 
Christie Commission company case and approved 
by the Appellate Court; and was subsequently for- 
tifled by the decision of Judge Kohlisaat in the 
federal court and also by a decision of the federal 
court in Milwaukee. 

The board has, therefore, a legal right to refuse 
its quotations to all persons, ‘a or corporations 
who desire them for unlawful purposes. Sup- 
ported by these decisions the board refused, and 
still refuses, its quotations to any and all tele- 
graph and telephone lines that will not expressly 
agree that they will not furnish such quotations to 


bucket shops. 
At present the board is deriving a revenue from 
its quotations at the rate of $10,000 a year net. 


President Warren’s Address. 


President Warren’s address was received 
with a flattering show of enthusiasm. He 
began by a statement that if the efforts in 
the direction of reform were destined to fail, 
and if a choice of death rested between be- 
ing drowned in the clear waters of the lake 
or throttled to death in a sewer, he would 
choose the former. This was his opening 
reference to the bucket shop fight. Continu- 
ing, he said in part: 

On sober second thought it must be the conviction 
of any man that a firm stand for what is right and 
honorable must result in good to the organization 
and increased prosperity to its members. There 
is no doubt that for twenty years we have been dis- 
graced in the eyes of the bench and the press, but 
the decided change of front on our part has borne 
abundant fruit in all ways. And, having set our 
faces in the right direction, we should press on and 
if need be endure a little and fight a little. 

Value of Memberships Larger. 

If the history of the last year proves anything, 
it proves this is the great world’s market for the 
producer, the receiver, and the speculator. The 
market value of membership has increased 150 
per cent in the face of the predictions of the 
prophets of evil that the change in rules would 
drive business to other markets. The conclusion 
is forced on me that the firmer and more determined 
stand we take for a high standard of commercial 
ethics and for legitimate trading methods, the 
greater our reward is bound ultimately to be. 


Subjects Demanding Attention. 
Among passing subjects demanding attention 
during the ensuing year may be mentioned the 
following: 

The enactment into law of the so-called Cullom 
bill, amending the Interstate commerce law. 

The repeal of the burdensome and unjust war 
tax on sales, which was borne without complaint 
while the exigencies of the case demanded, but 
being an emergency act should now be repealed, 
the emergency being past. 

The lowering of the tunnels and other improve- 
ments to the Chicago River in order to avert 
threatened embarrassment to shipping interests. 
The amendment of the railroad and warehouse 
laws so as to correct existing abuses in the pres- 
ent public warehousing and remove entirely from 
political influence the departments of registra- 
tion and inspection. Certain unfortunate events 
of the last year emphasize the necessity of the 
latter in no uncertain way. <A year ago I called 
attention to the fact that not a bushel of grain 
leaves this market without private inspection. 
This is still true, and should be comment enough. 
That the certificate of inspection of the State of 
Illinois is not worth the paper it is written on 
is not only a disgrace to the commonwéalth but a 
direct menace to the interests of every producer 
and dealer in grain. These departments of inspec- 
tion and registration should be strictly under civil 
service rules and under the supervision of this 
board. 

Everything which I have suggested, whether al- 
ready under way or in prospect, can be accom- 
plished if we continue working together patiently 
and constantly for the common good. We can 
make the board and business whatever we will it 
to be; but to show results we must “‘ keep everlast- 
ingly at it.”’ 


CAPTURED BY CHICAGO MEN. 


Next Meeting of National Live Stock 
Association Likely to Come to 
This City. 


Salt Lake, Utah, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Chi- 
cago has pfactically corralled the next Na- 
tional Live Stock convention. 

The Chicago delegation arrived about mid- 
night last night, and organized today at its 
headquarters in the Knutsford to make the 
fight for the convention. C. A. Mallory was 
elected chairman and general manager of 
hostilities, and tonight Mr. Mallory an- 
nounced that the fight was won. 

“* We already have the Utah, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Oregon, Washington, and Texas dele- 
gations with us, and part of the Colorado 
crowd. The States east of the Mississippi 
are solid for us, and we have the fight prac- 
tically won before the first session of the 
convention. We are greatly aided by the 
fact that the International Live Stock ex- 
position will be in Chicago next December 
and the stockmen can take in both events 
at the same time.” 

Chicago’s only rival at present is Omaha, 
which is making an active canvass. Kansas 
City, St. Louis, and St. Joseph all sent dele- 
gations to pull for the convention, but Chi- 
cago developed such strength at the start that 
the Missouri cities concluded discretion was 
the better part of valor and withdrew.

Live Stock Exchange; S. E. Wood, C. A. Mal- 
lory, G. W. Shannon, and other commission 
men. 

The star arrivals tomorrow will be two 
bulls which will come by express from John 
Sparks’ ranch at Reno, Nev. Mr. Sparks 
concluded at a late hour to send for his prize 
animals, and the latene@s of his decision will 
make it necessary for him to pay express 
charges amounting to about 8400.

‘MAKESSOITORSEE SUICIDE 


AND DIES IN AN HOUR. 


Act Committed in Cafe at Larrabee and 
Center Streets — The Man, Samuel 
Stevenson, 259 Burling Street, Says 
There Had Been a Quarrel, but It 
Was Made Up—Aged Robert Spence, 
4338 Calumet Avenue, Cuts His 
Throat. 


Mary Krubecker, a pretty girl of 18, com- 
mitted suicide last night in the presence of 
her sweetheart by swallowing carbolic acid. 
The couple were in the café of Tony Fran- 
zen at Larrabee and Center streets. The 
girl poured the acid into a glass of beer and 
swallowed it before her companion, Samuel 
Stevenson of 259 Burling street, knew what 
she was doing. 

After taking the draft she staggered 
over to the man’s side and begged him to 
forgive her for what she had done. As she 
finished speaking she fell to the floor un- 
conscious. 


Dies Without Becoming Conscious. 

Stevenson sprang from his seat and, pick- 
ing up the unconscious girl, ran out into the 
barroom and informed Franzen. Physicians 
were summoned and the girl was removed to 
the German Hospital, which is only a few 
blocks away. At this institution she died in 
an hour, without regaining consciousness. 

According to Stevenson he has been keeping 
company with Miss Krubecker for several 
years. Yesterday morning they quarreled, 
but when they met last night they again be- 
came good friends. When they entered 
Franzen's place the girl appeared to be in 
the best of spirits. © 

‘“‘I was never so much surprised in my 
life,”” said Stevenson, ‘‘ when Mary poured 
the poison in her beer. At first I did not 
know what it was, but a moment later I 
smelled the odor of the acid and then I real- 
ized what had happened.” 

Stevenson is a conductor on the Larrabee 


‘street electric line, and says he first met the 


girl on his car. Her parents are prostrated 
over their daughter's act. 


Aged Man Cuts His Throat. 

Robert Spence, 68 years old, was found 
dead in the bathroom of his residence at 4338 
Calumet avenue, last evening at 6 o’clock by 
his son, C. M. Spence. He had cut his throat 
with a razor during the absence of the fam- 
ily. Suspicions that a murder had been eom- 
mitted were entertained, until an investiga- 
tion by the police showed that the old man 
had taken his life while despondent from 
illness. 

Mrs. Spence and her son left the house 
early in the afternoon, Mr. Spence appear- 
ing to be in good spirits. He had been com- 
plaining of poor health, however. The razor 
with which he cut his throat was found in 
the bathtub. 

Mr. Spence had been employed as a col- 
lector by R. L. Polk & Co. for nearly eight 
years. Mrs. Spence until recently conducted 
an art studio at Thirty-first street and In- 
diana avenue. 


FATE IS AGAINST A YOUNG WIFE. 


Politics, Strike, Love, and Debts Urge 
Emma Haufnacht to Attempt 
Suicide. 


Politics, a labor strike, love, and family 
debts contributed to the conditions which 
caused’ Mrs. Emma Haufnacht, aged 19 
years, a wife of six months, to attempt to 
commit suicide. She is now at the County 
Hospital suffering from a_ self-inflicted 
wound, but will recover. 

The family was in debt and the husband 
was out of employment. On Sunday the 
landlord, Richard Barker, demanded his 
rent, and the woman, discouraged, sought 
death. Landlord Barker went on strike 
eight years ago and he has since continued 
to strike? all by himself. His fellow-work- 
men returned to their labors years ago, but 
Barker stuck to principle and still is strik- 
‘ing. Barker, long out of work, he needed 
the money. Part of it was to go for the pur- 
chase of a marriage license. If he could not 
secure the money, he said, his marriage 
would have to be postponed. 

The young wife might have been able to 
pay the rent to the striking landlord had not 
her husband, according to the story he tells, 
disagreed with his employers over politics 
and lost his position. He claims that he did 
not vote as his employers wished and that 
they discharged him.

Mansfield’s ‘‘ Henry V.” is Shakspeare’s 
valorous epic put through a cinematograph 
machine. That and something else—a pho- 
tographic color process in which living figu- 
res take on the gay hués of canvas paintings, 
and in which the emblems of War are gilded 
until the gore in which they dip is hid from 
view. 

Underneath the splendid pageantry is the 
poetry in which Shakspeare wrote this 
chronicle—he never called it a drama—of the 
deeds of that youthful and valiant conqueror 
of France, King Henry V. In the war-King’s 
role is Richard Mansfield, martial of bear- 
ing, commanding of voice and gesture, ro- 
mantic at all times except when striding, 
robed and armored richer than King Hal 
likely ever was, dominating every scene in 
which he has a voice—and yet subordinated 
by the spectacle which he has created with 
such a lavish hand. , 

The pictures carry the play, carry King 
Harry's role, and carry Mr. Mansfield in 
but they carry it. An audience socially the 
most brilliant of the season said so last night, 
and said it with resounding emphasis, Not 
Mansfield, the actor, but Mansfield, the pro- 
ducer, was wanted before the curtain at the 
time when the audience rose and shouted his 
name. "Tis a strange sight in a fashionable 
theater when the occupants of boxes stand 
up, wave their handkerchiefs, and cry their 
approval as loudly as the gallery throng 
above them. When their favor is for the 
pantomimic and the panoramic ‘tis stranger 
still. 

Yet this time came last night after:.a 
pictorial act which Mr. Mansfield inserted 
in the play—the triumphal return of the 
King to England after the battle of Agin- 
court. The actor was called before the cur- 
tain again and again, and each time calls for 
a speech were made, but he was content wita 
smiling. - 

If it be admitted that drama has no need of 
the acting which. comes from words, then 
the outbreak was deserved. Stage manage- 
ment and stage display between them have 
done nothing on a more appealing and more 
impressive scale than in this scene of the 
victor’s entry imto London Town. Sir Henry 
Irving could see it and learn. . 

Everything that may fire the heart is pres- 
ent in it, even the touch of pathos. The cit- 
izens riot joyfully, the mummers come, the 
city fathers go down to meet their master, 
the advance guard marches through, mothers 
and wives see sons and husbands return, 
mothers and wives learn of loved ones who 
will not come, white-robed children dance, 
maidens strew flowers, and then he—Henry 
the King and Mansfield the actor—rides on 
and halts under multiple waving banners. 
It is the climax of the play, even if it is not 
Shakspeare. 

For Mr. Mansfield’s interpretation of his 
role throughout much that is pleasant can 
be said. That the part was not made greater 
than the spectacle was his own doing, so 
there/is no reflection on him in the telling of 
the fact, He was a King Harry of a more 
varied front than a lesser and fuller lunged 
actor would have made him. He declaimed 
yet was not wholly a declaimer. Indeed, if 
at any time he failed to mold himself wholly 
into the part it was in the moments when the 
heroic sentencs should have rolled with 
heroic stress from his mouth. 

~The speech beginning ‘‘ Once more unto 
the breach, dear friends,’’ did not gain the 
clarion convincing note until a half of it had 
been spoken. In the tennis ball court scene 
also his words lacked some sort of vitality. 
In the later scenes, however, he gained a 
.sway over his auditors. His scene with 
Willlams, the soldier, was excellent mask- 
ing, and somber force dwelt in the speech in 
which afterwards he searched his own soul. 
Even the prayer, which is redeemed from 
Pharasaigsm only by the speaker's honesty, 
had a noble sound. In the wooing scene with 
Katharine he was blunt, masterful, and 
humorous, giving the play a pretty bit of 
acting between final pictures. 

Only one member of the support—satis- 
factory unit though it was—needs singling 
out. The one is Miss Florence Kahn, with- 
out whose expressive reading of the lofty 
poetry of the lines of the Chorus the per- 
.formance would have lacked much. Her 
voice was deep and musically resonant, her 
figure suited the dignity of a muse's rd6le, 
and her face mirrored the shading emotions 
of her speech. 


Romeo and Juliet. 


The Castle Square company is offering 
grand opera again this week at the Stude- 
baker. Gounod’s ‘‘ Romeo and Juliet ”’ is the 
work chosen for presentation, and it wasa 
creditable performance that the good sized 
audience received with applause and every 

evidence of enjoyment last evening. Previous 
presentations of the opera here by the com- 
pany won favor with the public, and indica- 
tions seem to point to a repetition of that 
pleasant condition this week. 

Josephine Ludwig was the Juliet last night. 
She isa young woman, fair of face, graceful 
in movement and gesture, and possessed of 
a soprano voice of agreeable quality, good 
range, and showing considerable schooling. 


Her singing last eyening revealed care and 
thought in preparation, and there were many 
moments when her work was not only enjoy- 
able, but highly commendable. Barron 
Berthald sang Romeo, and although throati- 
ness in tone production frequently robbed 
his singing of ease, certain passages in the 
duets with Juliet in both the first act and 
the balcony scene were freely and clearly 
delivered and possessed much of charm. 

W. H. Clarke made a satisfactory Friar, 
winning applause for some of his deep tones; 
Maud Lambert made @ handsome Stephano, 
but her solo lacked spirit owing to too slow 
tempo; Clinton Elder made an impetuous 
Tybalt—one who could sing as well as act; 
Harry Luckstone was an acceptable Mercu- 
tio; William Mertens, a Capulet ponderous 
both physically and vocally; and Edwin 
Clarke a Prince whose dignity was over- 
powering. 

Tonight Mr. Delamotta will be the Romeo, 
Miss Rennyson the Juliet, and Mr. Rogers the 


Capulet. 


Julia Marlowe as Mary Tudor. 

New York, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—Some of 
the historic celebrities of England at the 
court of the eighth King Henry were intro- 
duced at the Criterion Theater tonight. 
They had been brought to the stage by the 
way of Charles Major’s “* When Knighthood 
Was in Flower” ard a dramatization of that 
novel by Paul Kester. The chief among 
them was Mary- Tudor, and not so much 
because she had been the heroine in the 
book (for there the hero, Charles Brandon, 
had been’ the more important) as: that she 
was impersonated by Julia,Marlowe. 

The records of the time say Mary was 
a ‘vixen, and that her assertive virtue was 
not altogether attractive. But Miss Mar- 
lowe made her a charming creature, with 
a heart warm and true, and never displeas- 
ing in manner, even in her moments of bad | 
temper. 

The portraiture was exceedingly careful, 
yet free and buoyant, replete with strokes 
for popularity, yet going at no point beyond 
the lines of good art, and making up as a 
whole the finest piece of original work this 
versatile actress had ever turned out. 


Plancon and Miss Macintyre Praised. 


New York, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—‘‘Mefisto- 
fele’’ was the opera given at the Metropolil- 
tan tonight. The Marguerite was Mar- 
guerite MacIntyre; Maria, Loults Homer; 
Faust, Cremonini; Mefistofele, Plancon; 
Elena, Miss Macintyre; Pantalis, Mr. Ho- 
mer, and Nereas, Mr. Masiere. — 

Plancon was easily the hero of the even- 
ing. He was a magnificent Satan, full of 
power, intellectual pride and picturesque 
always. The Invocation was tellingly de- 
livered, and so were the two famous solos 
of Denial and Worlds The stage was ablaze 
and crowded with scurrying. and infernal 
spirits, witches, and warlocks. ; 

The choral fugue was clearly enunciated, 
the chorus also doing excellently in the 
Kermesse. The quartet in the garden scene 
was so well executed by MacIntyre, Homer, 
Cremonini, and Plancon that it was repeated. 

Cremonini in his original réle was in good 
voice and sang with usual spirit. Miss Mac- 
Intyre is a comely singer, whose voice is not 
as brilliant as it was a decade ago, when she 
was the Micaela of a London season. She 
is a plastic actress of evident routine, and her 
vocal organs tonight were fully equal to the 
demands of the score. After the death scene, 
which was admirably delineated as well as 
sung, Miss MacIntyre was recalled most en- 
thusiastically. Naturally enough the new- 
comer could hardly expect to efface the deep 
impression made by Calve, but her American 
début may be considered a successful one. 


Berahardt Appears at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
Mme. Bernhardt had a decided triumph in 
her opening night in Washington. She chose 
‘**L,Aigion ’’ in which to make her bow this 
season to the capital, and the audience fully 
approved of her selection. The audience was, 
cf course, large, but it was brilliant as well, 
embracing Senators, Cabinet officers, Jus- 
tices, Representatives, diplomats, and many 
persons known in the best social world of 
Washington. 

There was almost as much enthusiasm over 
M. Coquelin as over Bernhardt, and his act- 
ing of the faithful grenadier, Flambeau, cap- 
tured the critical audience. 

Mme. Bernhardt’s idea of the part was en- 
tirely free from mawkishness, but was pow- 
erful throughout, and she and M. Coquelin 
made a hit in a foreign language, which a 
large percentage of the audience sgemed tu 
understand. 


VAINLY SEEK LIGHT ON DRAMA. 


University of Chicago Students Hear an 
Interpretation ” of L’Aiglon ” 
in French. 


A reading of “I.’Aiglon” by Professor 
Maxime Ingress at the University of Chl- 
cago yesterday was somewhat dismaying to 
students: who had been led to believe he 
would interpret the drama for the benefit of 
those who expect to see Bernhardt and 
Coquelin next week. A large crowd of 
theater-loving students, who carried note- 
books, were on hand in Cobb Chapel. At the 
first few sentences the students leaned for- 
ward eagerly, then came puzzled expressions. 

“What is he saying, anyhow?” asked one 
of the girls.

Gradually jt dawned upon the students that 
Professor Ingres was talkingin French. The 
notebooks were put away, and one after an- 
other those in the rear of the room tiptoed 
their way out, while those who remained 
nodded their heads appreciatively whenever 
they heard a word which bore traces of 
tamiliarity.

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER OF GIRL. : 


Case of Three of the Young Men of Pat- 
erson, N. J., Accused of Killing 
Jennie Bosscheiter Begun. 


Paterson, N. J., Jan. 14.—In the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer here today Walter C. 
McAlister, William A. Death, and Andrew 
Campbell were called to plead to the charge 
of the murder of Jennie Bosscheiter, the 18- 
year-old mill girl who died after having 
been given knockout drops on Oct. 18 last. 

George J. Ixerr, who was jointly indicted 
with the three other prisoners, is to havea 
separate trial. 

The three prisoners, McAlister. Death, and 
Campbell, were brought into court in custody 
of the Sheriff and deputies and seated near 
their counsel. The father, brother, aftd 
sister of Jennie Bosscheiter occupied a seat 
in the space inside the rail set aside for 
witnesses. A jury was secured in an hour. 

In his opening address Prosecutor Emley 
said he would ask for a verdict 6f murder 
in the first degree, and quoted the law on 
the subject. ° 

Mrs. Ninuw Bosscheiter, Jennie Bosscheit- 
er’s stepmother, and Susie Bosscheiter, the 
dead girl's sister, told of her movements on 
the evening of the murder and testified as 
to her habits in general. 

Cornelius Garry, a teamster, described how 
he found the body of the murdered girl. 

Leonard Kammerling testified that he knew 
Jennie Bosscheiter well and told of her meet- 
ing with Campbell and another young man, 
whom he did not know. 

The remainder of the session was devoted 
to cross-examination of the witnesses by 
the counsel fur the defense.

METAL WORKERS 
TO WITHDRAW. 


Strong Union Practically De- 
cides to Quit the Build- 
ing Trades Council. 


ARRANGE TO SIGN TRUCE. 


Arbitration Committee Will 
Hold Meeting Today for 
Formal Agreement. 


REFUSED TO OBEY LEADERS. 


Arbitration committees of the Sheet Metal 
Workers’ union and the Sheet Metal Manu- 
facturers’ association practically reached an 
agreement yesterday afternoon which will 
result in the withdrawal of another union 
from the Building Trades council. The final 
conference will be held tomorrow afternoon 
at 1 o'clock, in room 49, 159 La Salle street, 
when the formal agreement will be signed 
and the past differences settled. 

The withdrawal of the sheet metal work- 
ers from the central labor body will take 
from its membership a union composed of 
850 members. Members of the union have 
insisted they would remain loyal to the Build- 
ing Trades council until the last, but the 
withdrawal of so many other unions, it is 
said, convinced them there was no use re- 
maining in the fight. This conclusion led 
to overtures which brought the two com- 
miftees together. 

One hundred and fifty tronmolders have 
quit work at the foundry of Fraser & Chalm- 
ers’ plant as a result of the refusal of the 
company to discharge their general superin- 
tendent. The foundry was shut up yester- 
day, pending an attempt to settle the trou- 
ble. 

The discharge of six molders was ordered 
last week by the foreman of the foundry. 
The business agent of the ironmolders’ union, 
William J. Phillips, protested against the dis- 
charge, and his protest was backed up by 
the 150 members of the union, who demanded 
the reinstatement of the six men and the 
discharge of the general superintendent, J. 
Shanley, whom they blamed for the fore- 
man’s act. 

The business agent of the union asked that 
the six discharged men be reinstated until 
the justness of their discharge could be in- 
vestigated. This the company agreed to do 
at once. Then the members of the union de- 
manded that the general superintendent be 
discharged as a condition precedent to their 
return to work. The demand was refused, 
and the President of the Ironmolders’ Union 
of North America, Martin Fox, was asked to 
compel the members of his union to return to 
work and abide by the agreement. 

President Fox, in reply to the message of 
I'raser & Chalmers informing kim of the 
situation, ordered the men to return to work 
pending an investigation. The men refused 


thority of their union to control their action. 

As a last resort President Chalmers of 
Fraser & Chalmers notified the President of 
the National Foynders’ association, W. H. 
Hoyt of this city, of the dispute and trans- 
mitted copies of all the correspondence which 
had taken place between his company and 
the officers of the union. This amounts to a 
transfer of the whole dispute to the two na- 
tional associations of employers and em- 
ployés for a settlement. 


BRICKLAYERS IN CONVENTION. 


Thirty-fifth Annual Meeting of the In- 
ternational Union Begins Its Ses- 
sions at Milwaukee. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—The 
thirty-fifth annual convention of the Inter- 
national Union of Bricklayers and Plasterers 
opened here today with 200 delegates in at- 
tendance. The day was taken up in or- 
ganizing. Addresses of welcome were made 
by Mayor Rose, ex-Governor Peck, and 
Henry Biederman of this city. 

There promises to be some lively contests 
between the East and the West when the 
matter of choosing officers comes up. It 
is understood the old board, headed by 
William Klein of New York, will seek re- 
election, which will be fought by the West, 
headed by the Chicago delegation, who Will 
indorse George P. Gubbins of that city for 
President. It is said some bitterness is felt 
by the Chicago men because the present 
officers refused to give them financial aid 
during the recent disastrous strike. This 
charge Mr. Klein characterizes:as rot.’’ 
Concerning other charges made by Gubbins 
Mr. Klefn said: 

**It is true I am an officeholder in the De- 
partment of Public Works in New York 
City, but it was the International union it- 
self that put me there, and, as I have held 
this position under changing administra- 
tions, I consider it to my credit.’’ 

The International union has a total mem- 
bership of 82,000, with over $800,000 In the 
treasury. There are 492 local unions. Dur- 
ing the thirty-five years of its existence the 
organization has paid $750,000 in sick and 
death benefits. 


FORCES ANOTHER STANFORD 
PROFESSOR TO RESIGN POST. 


Dr. George E. Howard, Head of Histor- 
ical Department at University, Quits 
Rather than Apologize. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 14.—[Special.}— 
Dr. George E. Howard, head of the depart- 
ment of history at Leland Stanford Jr. Uni- 
versity and recogrfized as one of the ablest 
and most popular members of the faculty,was 
today forced to resign because last November 
he championed the cause of Dr. Ross. 

Ross last November was compelled to re- 
sign by President Jordan under orders from 
Mrs. Stanford because }n a public address 
he attacked the management of the Market 
street railroad and other large corporations 
in which she was interested. Ross’ forced 
resignation created a sensation at Stan- 
ford, and the day following the announce- 
ment Professor Howard before his class 
delivered an address in which he denounced 
this attempt to muzzle free speech in the 
university. 

On Saturday Dr. Howard received a letter 
from President Jordan asking for a public 
apology for his address or his resignation. 
tioward replied that he saw no groumd for 
apology. The result was that Howard re- 
signed today, to take effect at once.

Findley and his thirty-four associates who 
beat a policeman who interfered with a 
hazing, were dismissed by Judge Mangan 
in the police court this morning. 

The high school boys who were hazed did 
not want to appear against their fellows, 
and Policeman Sperry made out a poor case. 
He wore a civilian’s overcoat over his uni- 
form, and the boys declared he refused to 
show his star and knocked down one of the 
crowd, 

The case was not allowed to go to trial, 
the opposing attorneys agreeing on dis- 
missal. 

All the boys were in school this morning 
but left as a body to attend the trial.
